“Come on in. Don’t stand out there and get a sun stroke. 
This was the practical greeting given your reporter a hot morning 
in early July. And it turned out that the new show barn at Good 
Earth Stock Farm certainly was much more comfortable than any 
place outside. 

It proved to be an opportune time to visit Good Earth. Present 
were “Confucius Joe” himself, sometimes known as Joe Keshner; 
Clint Hollomon, the Good Earth manager, and “Bill” Barton of the 
JOURNAL. The three were making the final selection of the sale 
cattle for the annual Good Earth production offering on September 
26. Rather, Bill Barton was doing the picking. And while a few 
times we imagined Joe and Clint winced, inwardly, when another 
popping Blackcap Bessie, Gammer or Georgina was given Bill’s 
O. K. there was no disagreement. Rather, Confucius Joe would say: 
“That’s all right, Bill. If she’ll do, that’s the one we want.” 

Even after the sale selection of five bulls and 45 females there 
were a lot of good cattle left in the show barn and adjacent pens. 
Mostly they were late ’52 calves—“we’ll keep on developing them 
for 1954,” Joe said. “We’ll be having another sale, you know.” 


As we went over the cattle in the show barn, making mental 
notes on those selected, we could not help but marvel at the prog- 
ress made by this top Missouri herd in less than a decade of exist- 
ence. Certainly what has been accomplished by Joe Keshner on 
$14.00 an acre “bird hunting” land is a challenge to one with ambi- 
tion and imagination, even though not blessed with unlimited 
resources. 

It has taken a combination of good cows—and there are around 
200 of them now, plus a series of good bulis. One of the bulls that 
has done a great job at Good Earth is Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam. 
In some ways it is unfortunate that he had a $100,000 full brother, 
for Prince Eric 2d has been doing a great breeding job in his own

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right and needs no reflected glory. He is now past eight years of 
age but sound and active. It should be mentioned that one of his 
sons, Hacienda Prince Eric, is doing a great breeding job in the 
Volkmann herd in California and sired an $8,100 heifer; also in the 
past year a daughter topped the Steveway sale in Tennessee. 


In going over the Good Earth cattle—individually and as to 
breeding—it was interesting to note the various combinations of 
good blood that have nicked for Confucius Joe. Especially good has 
been his “Sunmere cross” resulting from the mating of good Sun- 
beam and good Eileenmere cattle. The Lot 1 sale bull in the south 
end of the barn was an example. His sire was Prince Eric 2d of 
Sunbeam, his dam one of the good cows on the farm, a Pridemere 
T. daughter of the old International champion, Eileenmere 85th. 
Still another line of breeding, but an equally masculine, thick kind 
of bull was represented in Lot 3—also a son of Prince Eric 2d, but 
out of a daughter of Prince Sunbeam 105th. Lot 4 also had a lot 
to recommend him—by Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam, his dam a 
daughter of Eva’s Bandolier Lad. 


The same thing applied to those smart-headed, soggy heifers 
which Bill checked, one by one. I don’t know the final count, but 
he must have ended with seven or eight Blackcap Bessies for the 
sale; several Gammers, Georginas, and at least one Chimera, Jilt 
and Zara. Then there were Juanas, Maid of Bummers Miss Bur- 
gess—the whole works as to families. But we noticed the picking 
was done on individuality, with the second question: “How is she 
bred.” 

Several of the good individuals in the sale were by Prince Eric 
5th of Good Earth, a top son of the old bull. Unfortunately he was 
lost last year. “He never sired a sorry one,” Clint Hollomon told 
us. One of the good heifers in the sale by the “5th” is the Lot 1 
heifer, a Blackcap Bessie out of a dam (Please turn to page 224

WAY UP towards the headwaters of the Hunter River, in New 
FA, South Wales, some of Australia’s finest beef cattle are bred. 
It is a land of great beauty, ringed by mountains, with lush green 
river flats and pastures which have been gradually improved over 
several generations. The peaceful setting of the Upper Hunter 
Valley seems infinitely remote from the rush of commerce; yet it 
is easily accessible. 

Belitrees, for instance, one of its historic cattle stations, is only 
one hundred miles by road from Newcastle (population 127,000), 
the great steel producing port at the mouth of the Hunter. The 
lower Hunter is well populated, producing coal, dairy products and 
wines. Further inland, around Muswellbrook and Scone, on the 
New England Highway, there are famous thoroughbred studs, cat- 
tle, wheat and sheep. 

Twenty-five miles east of Scone a winding country road 
through the green and folded foothills of the New England Range 
brings you to Belltrees, which was established back in 1831 by H. 
C. Sempill, a Scottish breeder of cattle. For more than one hundred 
years it has been in the hands of one family, the Whites, also of 
Scottish ancestry, who have developed there an outstanding herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The Aberdeen-Angus is a breed that has been gaining in pop- 
ularity in Australia during recent years, especially in the less arid 
regions. Some properties, have been breeding them since the 
1890s, when the Belltrees herd was formed. The growing member- 
ship of the Aberdeen-Angus Society of Australia is a sufficient 
pointer to the new development; its numbers have increased from 
sixty-seven in 1936 to two hundred fifty-three in 1953. 

The main advance has been in Victoria where membership of 
the Society has grown from eight in 1936 to one hundred seven. In 
the main, development of Aberdeen-Angus herds has been in the 
more temperate, closely-settled regions, although they are also find- 
ing favour in Queensland. They have quickly proved their value in 
soft, well-improved country for they mature at a younger age than 
other breeds, yield a higher percentage of dressed carcase to live 
weight and have a smaller proportion of bone to meat. 

The fact that they are polled cattle is also important, since 
horns often cause injuries in yards and transport.

Penney & James Take Supreme Championship; Ralph L. Smith Has Top Female 


EW RECORDS were set August 6th 
Nav 7th by the 1953 edition of the 
American Aberdéen-Angus Breeders’ Fu- 
turity at Lexington, Kentucky. There were 
329 cattle on the grounds, compared with 
251 last year. Competition was between 73 


herds representing 22 states and Canada. 
Cattle from three states—Florida, Texas 
and Wisconsin, competed for the first time. 


Once again the Futurity cattle were 
judged on the grass at beautiful and historic 
Keeneland Race Course, Kentucky hospital- 
ity was at its best; Kentucky weather was 
perfect for the outdoors judging. The Sixth 
Annual Futurity saw new attendance rec- 


ords established at both the judging and the 
banquet. The Futurity is firmly established 
as the top show of the breed. 


To Penney & James of Hamilton, Missouri, 
went the Supreme Championship of the 
show on their senior and grand champion 
bull, Homeplace Eileenmere 375th, winner 
of the senior yearling bull division. Angus 
Valley Farms, Tulsa, Oklahoma, had the 
junior champion bull, Black Knight 95th of 
Angus Valley, the first place junior yearling. 

Junior and grand champion female was 
Shadow Isle Black Jestress 2d, first place 
senior heifer calf, shown by Ralph L, Smith 
Farms, Chillicothe, Missouri. J. Garrett To- 


lan Farms, Pleasant Plains, Illinois, had the 
senior champion female, Queen Tolan. She 
previously had won the summer senior year- 
ling class. 

The three judge system was again in use

Jack Frost of Purdue University, and Don 
Good of Kansas State College alternating in 
the roles of top judge and consulting judge. 
With classes large and quality deep theirs 
was no enviable task, but one which was 
well handled. 

In the bull show no herd won more than 
one blue ribbon. First place winners were 
divided between Simon Angus Farm, Madi- 
son, Kansas; Penney & James; Angus Valley 
Farms; C. V. Whitney Farms of Lexington, 
Kentucky, and Old Westbury, Long Island; 
J. Garrett Tolan Farms, and Shadow Isle 
Farms of Red Bank, New Jersey. Second 
place in the six bull classes also was divid- 
ed six ways: Greenbrier Stock Farm of 
Lewisburg, West Virginia; J. Garrett Tolan; 
Ankony Farm of Rhinebeck, New York; 
Ohio State University; Penney & James, and 
Simon Angus Farm. 

In the female classes J. Garrett Tolan and 
Shadow Isle had two firsts each, with Ralph 
L. Smith and Simon Angus winning one 
first. Shadow Isle had two seconds, with 
other red ribbon winners C. V. Whitney, 
Penney & James, Tolan and Simon. Top 
money winner was again Shadow Isle Farms 
with $3,810, followed by J. Garrett Tolan 
Farms, $3,150; Simon Angus Farm, $2,730; 
Penney & James, $2,435, and C, V. Whitney, 
$1,805. 

Opening on schedule Thursday morning, 
August 6th, 12 summer senior yearling bulls 
were led out. The Simon Brothers of Kansas 
drew the first blue ribbon with their Ever- 
best Prince 100th of SAF, a son of Everbest 
Prince. Greenbrier of West Virginia, with 
Prince Peer of Greenbrier, stood second. 
This bull is by Black Peer 134th of Angus 
Valley. Another very good young bull was 
in third money for the Keefauver Brothers 
of Tennessee—K. B. Eileenmere 2631st. He 
is a son of Eileenmere 2631st. 

The senior yearling class of 10 bulls pro- 
duced the Supreme Champion of the show 
for Penney & James. The very deep and 
short coupled Homeplace Eileenmere 375th 
is by Homeplace Eileenmere 999th 35, His 
competition in class came from J. Garrett 
Tolan Farms with a smart, showy son of 
Eva’s Bandolier Lad. Penney & James had a 
son of Eileenmere 999th in third money.

HE DEEP SOUTH, rich in American 

heritage and long famous for cotton, 
mint julep and jazz, today is becoming re- 
nowned as one of the leading beef produc- 
ing sections of the country. In past months 
the JOURNAL has had the pleasure of 
visiting a large number of Southeastern 
farms and ranches, extending from the pic- 
turesque Appalachian Mountains of the At- 
lantic seaboard, inland through central 
Georgia and Alabama, Our most recent visit 
was to the heart of the Southland—Missis- 
sippi and Louisiana. Here we found our- 
selves in the vast and productive timber belt 
of east central Louisiana and southern Mis- 
sissippi, Where cotton once reigned supreme. 
Depletion of the soil, however, has put much 
of the land back into its original state of 
brush and long leaf pine. Reclamation of 
the soil and reclearing of this land is the

SHAMROCK ANGUS RANCH, , 
Centreville, Mississippi } 

Shamrock Angus Ranch, one of the new- 
est herds of the South, is being assembled 
10 miles southwest of Centreville, Missis- 
sippi on 7,700 acres of rolling timber land. 
Owned by Hollis Crosby, who lives at Cros- 
by, Mississippi, a few miles distance, the 
herd is being put together with top an- 
imals from some of the leading farms of the 
country, including Marydale Farms, Bird- 
eye Angus Farms, Parker Angus Farm, 
Fooks Angus Farm, Kintyre Stock Farm 
and Sunbeam Farms, to name a few. The 
emphasis is being placed 6n quality as well 
as breeding and the selection of outstanding 
families. 

Herd sire at Shamrock is Prince Sunbeam 
806th, a $20,000 son of Prince Sunbeam 
400th which Mr. Crosby purchased at Sun- 
beam Farms’ sale this spring. A good head- 
ed, deep bodied kind of a bull he is out of 
Hyacinth of Mahrapo, who is a granddaugh- 
ter of both Prince Sunbeam 29th and Prince 
Sunbeam 100th, On the dam side he goes 
back through Hyacinth 8th of Sunbeam and 
Hyacinth 7th of Sunbeam, the Hyacinths be- 
ing some of the top females in the Sunbeam 
herd. In addition to Prince Sunbeam 806th, 
Mr. Crosby purchased Elaine 6th of Sun- 
beam, who, as first prize heifer and Reserve 
Grand Champion female at the Chicago In- 
ternational last fall, was the top selling fe- 
male of the Sunbeam sale at $21,500. One of 
the last daughters of Prince Sunbeam 29th, 
her dam was sired by General Black C, S., 
a son of General of Page and a great grand- 
son of Blackcap Revolution. Elaine 6th’s 
winnings include, along with the Interna- 
Res 9 wba tional championship, the Grand Champion-

Shamrock has been operating as a pure- 
bred enterprise since October 1952 when the 
first purchase of registered cattle were 
made. For seven years prior to that time the 
farm, which is mostly in pine and hardwood 
timber, was run with commercial stock, To- 
day about 1,100 acres is in improved pasture 
with about 100 additional acres a year be-

Another look at a few of the 
Shamrock females, lower photo, shows four of the 
younger heifers—short coupled and typy. 
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ing cleared. Pastures include Dutch clover, 
wild winterpeas, vetch, reseeding Crimson 
clover and seresa lespedeza, which is a good 
foundation legume for summer grazing to 
be followed up with crimson clover. 

With the annual rainfall in the area run- 
ning from 58 to 60 inches per year, timber 
production is a big item, If properly man- 
aged and maintained the forests will pro- 
duce a marketable pine sawlog in a rela- 
tively short time. This of course calls for a 
thinning and spraying program with selec- 
tive cutting. Hardwood, a slower growing 
timber stand, can not, of course, be consider- 
ed for short term production, Loblolly and 
long leaf pine are the main lumber pro- 
ducers of this particular section of the 
country. 

Historically speaking, Shamrock Angus 
Ranch was formerly one of the productive 
cotton plantations of the south, Pasture im- 
provement and land reclamation is, of 
course, bringing back the fertility of the 
soil. The present day ranch home, which has 
been rejuvenated in recent years for Man- 
ager Jerry Morrow and his wife, was con- 
structed in 1817. Built originally without the 
aid of nails, it is typical of the early plan- 
tation homes, Situated several miles from 
the main road, the home, with its high white 
pillars and green shutters, reminds one of 
the colorful era preceding the Civil War. 

Although the herd foundation program at 
Shamrock is just getting underway, a look 
at the typy females already selected is proof 
that this herd will someday rank among the 
top breeding establishments of the south. 
Farm building construction, fencing and 
pasture programming are being closely co- 
ordinated in an effort to keep up with the 
expanding operation—which is being plan- 
ned to include 120 to 150 quality breeding 
cows. 


KINTYRE STOCK FARM, 
Gloster, Mississippi 

Kintyre Stock Farm, founded in 1940 is 
one of the well known, established herds of 
the Deep South. Owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Colville C, Jackson it is located in the roll- 
ing country just east of Gloster, Mississippi 
on Highway 24, and includes 1,250 acres. Of 
this 600 acres is in growing pine timber with 
the balance in improved pasture and crop- 
land. 

“Red” Jackson, as he has been known

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FARM which has merchandised $2,465,200 worth of Aberdeen- 

Angus cattle at public auction in the past three and one-half 
years was host July 23d to an interested group of New York City 
businessmen. As businessmen they were concerned with the fac- 
tors which has made this enterprise click. They learned that a mod- 
ern Aberdeen-Angus business must have the same essentials of any 
other producing enterprise: (1) the best in producing machinery, 
i.e., top cows mated to top bulls; (2) top management in men who 
know the cattle business; (3) a superior product nationally adver- 
tised. 


The 1953 Summer Outing of the Farm Club of New York was 


held at Dr. Armand Hammer’s Shadow Isle Farm at Red Bank, New 
Jersey. Members of the organization are city businessmen who 
own farms. Joining them were members of the New Jersey Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders’ Associations. 

The invitation to the Farm Club outing read: “To be held, rain 
or shine,” and provisions were made to hold it indoors in the event 
of rain. The morning of July 23d saw the heaviest precipitation 
the New York City area has had in many years. But there were 
no complaints, even from the host, for the moisture was badly 
needed for pastures, meadows and corn. In fact, Shadow Isle had 
been pump irrigating one pasture for several days. The program 
held indoors went off smoothly and by mid-afternoon it was possi- 
ble to go outside and see some of the breeding herd, pastures and 
paddocks. 

Because the crowd represented dairy as well as beef breeders, 
along with men interested in sheep, swine and horses, the program 
was varied, but practical. Leon Horne, president of the Farm Club, 
and himself the owner of a Holstein herd at Beaver Creek Farm, 
Hudson, New York, presided at the opening of the formal program. 
First speaker called on was the host, Dr. Armand Hammer, who 
had been assigned the topic: “The Cattle Business From A Busi- 
nessman’s Point of View.” 

The Shadow Isle owner reviewed briefly his association with 
Angus since the early 1940s which started as a commercial project 
with an Angus steer which turned out to be a bred heifer and the 
addition of several more $200 to $300 heifers. By 1947 there were 
20 cattle in the herd. “About this time I went to an Angus auction 
at Trenton, my first, and was attracted by a heifer being sold. The 
final price was $1,000, and I owned her. On the way home I won- 
dered if I had lost my mind. But the trouble was that when my 
$1,000 heifer got home she made the other 20 look bad. For she 
was short legged, good headed, wide and deep. She had everything 
the others did not have. It was also about this time that the cattle 
were being tested and I asked the two veterinarians what they 
thought of the herd. They told me I had (Please turn to page 162

Harold Breimyer, livestock specialist with the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, Washington, D. C., and J. C. Petersen, of 
the Petersen Cattle Company, Spencer, Iowa, discuss the beef 
cattle and feeder cattle situations at the 35th annual Iowa State 


(AA HE SITUATIONS that have develop- 

ed in the past several months in the 
beef cattle industry, have been about as ex- 
treme as they could be,” pointed out Harold 
Breimyer, livestock specialist with the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics, at the July 
15th Cattle Feeders’ Day gathering at Iowa 
State College, in Ames. As one of the fea- 
tured speakers of the day the expert went 
on to outline the past and present trends, 
explaining in brief detail the functions of 
the market. 

For Iowa and surrounding area cattle 
feeders the day’s program was the 35th an- 
nual such event conducted by Iowa State. 
Presiding at the morning and afternoon ses- 
sions, respectively, were Rex Beresford, beef 
cattle extension specialist, and P. S. Shearer, 
head of the animal husbandry department. 
In addition to the regular program discus- 
sions of feeds and feeding, highlighting 
talks were given by Dr. James H. Hilton, 
president of Iowa State College, and J. C. 
Petersen, of the Petersen Cattle Company, 
Spencer, Iowa. Movies taken of the experi- 
mental cattle were shown during the noon 
hour and again following the afternoon 
session. 


In further outlining his talk on the “Beef 
Cattle Situation and Outlook,” Breimyer 
went on to discuss the graphic fluctuation 
of cattle numbers and prices that caused the 
“cattle cycle.” He explained how, as prices 
increased, more and more cattle are wanted 
by the feeder. As a result the rancher ex- 
pands his herd to meet the feeder demand. 
As long as prices continue to go up the 
trend is for more and more feeders. Comes 
the price drop, however, and the chain re- 
action reverses. The cattle feeders want 
fewer calves, the rancher finds himself over- 
stocked and with the culling of herds the 
market accentuates its downward fall. As 
long as there is enough beef in storage and 
currently being slaughtered to meet con- 
sumer demand the market is steady. When 
the smaller herds and the few number of

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calves being fed is less than the consumer 
demand, however, storage is soon exhausted 
with the shortage of available beef for 
slaughter the price goes up and the cycle 
once again starts its upward swing. 
Breimyer went on to add that the cycle 
fluctuation is also influenced by the life 
span of cattle, weather conditions and the 
psychological lag of the cattle feeders them- 
selves. The trend is for cattlemen to remain 
optimistic too long and then pessimistic for 
too much time, depending upon the current 
switch of the market. On the upswing cat- 
tle feeders make money whether they feed 
their stock well or badly while on the down- 
swing the grading margins become wider 
and well fed stock bring stronger prices. 
Following Breimyer’s talk, J. C. Petersen 
then discussed the “Feeder Cattle Situa- 
tion,” commenting that the “old timer” with 
the steady feeding program has been suc- 
cessful throughout the years regardless of 
the market trends. He added that the cattle 
feeder has two things in his favor: (1) 
There is always a good demand for top qual- 
ity cattle, and, (2) Chain stores want corn 
fed meat. He further stated that a cattle 
feeder has an advantage over the cattle 


raiser in that he has a chance to adjust each 
year to the type and number of cattle he 
wants. In conclusion he mentioned drought, 
high cattle numbers and depression or reces- 
sion as the causes for a break in the mar- 
ket. As one cattleman put it, “watch out if 
they all come at once.” 

President of Iowa State, Dr. Hilton, ex- 
pressed the welcome of the college to all in 
attendance in the opening talk of the after- 
noon. He related that since the first confer- 
ence in 1917, the cattlemen have faced a 
major problem at each and every meeting, 
but these problems, however, have been 
solved successfully to the betterment of the 
industry. In closing he reminded everyone 
that the college was there to serve them at 
all times. 


Experimental results and programs be- 
ing conducted by Iowa State were discussed 
during both sessions. Initial talk was given 
by Dr. Paul C. Bennett on the “Anthrax 
Case in Experimental Cattle,” in which he 
explained the ways and means that anthrax 
can be transmitted and carried. A few of the 
reasons for the occurrence of the disease 
mentioned were: Poorly drained soils, blow-

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NORTH CENTRAL MISSOURI 
FIELD DAY 

Dry weather and plenty of sunshine greet- 
ed visitors on Sunday, July 12th, at the an- 
nual North Central Missouri Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders’ association field day held 
on the Ramoore Angus Farms, 11 miles west 
of Chillicothe, Missouri, on U. S. Highway 
36. Mid-way through the program, which 
lasted from 11 in the morning until 3 in the 
afternoon, clouds moved in from the south- 
west, and although everyone hoped for rain 
it failed to come. Missouri, up to field day 
time, was suffering under slight drouth con- 
ditions but nevertheless still looked green. 

Ramoore Angus Farms, owned by Roy 
Moore and son, Ralph, is a 3,500 acre oper- 
ation which takes in an expanding herd of 
some 150 cows and heifers of breeding age. 
The home farm of some 800 acres, on which 
the field day was held, is strictly devoted to 
pasture, hay and silage while the remaining 
land includes a grain raising program, The 
pastures are under an improvement program 
which is designed to keep ahead of the 
growing herd. 

The Moores, prior to their first purchase 
of registered Angus in 1944, originally 
raised purebred Holsteins in addition to 
maintaining a commercial Angus enterprise. 
The family also formerly owned and oper- 
ated Chillicothe Business College for some 
54 years. During the depression days a good 
many students were able to work out their 
tuition on the farms owned by the Moores. 

In addition to the cow herd, which in- 
cludes a full listing of popular families, the 
Moores have two current herd sires that are 
doing a top job. Senior of the two is R, L. S. 
Prince Eric 8th, a good headed son of Prince 
Eric of Sunbeam. This smooth fleshed sire, 
purchased at the Ralph Smith Dispersion in 
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1947, is out of a Witch of Endor cow. Most 
recently purchased is Prince Sunbeam 795th, 
a deep bodied son of Prince Sunbeam 400th. 
This rugged individual is out of Missouri 
Barbara of R. L. S. and sold in Sam Fuller- 
ton’s Sunbeam sale in January of last year. 

First item on the field day program was 
a visit to the bulls, breeding cows and young 
calves. This gave everyone an opportunity 
to see the quality that was being handed 
down by the two herd sires. A potluck lunch

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ture is found in the book of Isaiah: 
‘And therefore will the Lord wait, that he 
may be gracious unto you, and therefore 
will he be exalted, that he may have mercy 
upon you: for the Lord is a God of judg- 
ment: blessed are all they that wait for him. 
For the people shall dwell in Zion at Jeru- 
salem: thou shalt weep no more: he will be 
very gracious unto thee at the voice of thy 
cry; when he shall hear it, he will answer 
thee. And though the Lord give you the 
bread of adversity, and the water of afflic- 
tion, yet shall not thy teachers be removed 
into a corner any more, but thine eyes shall 
see thy teachers: And thine ears shall hear 
a word behind thee, saying, This is the way, 
walk ye in it, when ye turn to the right 
hand, and when ye turn to the left. Ye shall 
defile also the covering of thy graven im- 
ages of silver, and the ornament of thy 
molten images of Gold: thou shalt cast them 
away as a menstruous cloth; thou shalt say 
unto it, Get thee hence. Then shall he give 
the rain of thy seed, that thou shalt sow the 
ground withal, and bread of the increase of 
the earth, and it shall be fat and plenteous: 
in that day shall thy cattle feed in large 
pastures. The oxen likewise and the young 
asses that ear the ground shall eat clean 
provender, which hath been winnowed with 
the shovel and with the fan. And there shall 
be upon every high mountain, and upon ev- 
ery high hill, rivers and streams of waters 
in the day of the great slaughter, when the 
towers fali. Moreover the light of the moon 
shall be as the light of the sun, and the light 
of the sun shall be seven-fold, as the light 
of seven days, in the day that the Lord 
bindeth up the breach of his people, and 
healeth the stroke of their wound.” 

We read in the fourth chapter of the 
gospel according to Saint John these words: 
“God is a Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in truth.” 
However, one can see by the above portion 
of scripture that early man often made im-

ages of silver, gold and other materials, and 
worshipped those images. Early man often 
believed in many gods. He thought of the 
sun as being a god, of the moon as being a 
god, of thunder as being a god, and of many 
other elements as being gods. Therefore, the 
prophet Isaiah is telling the people that 
there is only one God and Father of man- 
kind, and that God is a Spirit. He cannot be 
seen except through his creation. Isaiah also 
tells the people to destroy the images they 
have erected, and worship the true and liv- 
ing God. The preceding verses of this chap- 
ter relates some of the warnings which 
Isaiah gave the people about what would 
happen to them if they did not break up 
their alliances with Egypt and other coun- 
tries whose people worshipped idols. 

The Israelites had always been taught 
that there was only one true God, and that 
he was a Spirit and not a material image 
which could be created by man. But rather, 
he was the creator of man, of the universe, 
and of all things in the universe. However, 
when the children of Israel became friendly 
with countries whose people worshipped 
idols and images, many of them also wor- 
shipped idols and images, Therefore, Isaiah 
tells the people of Israel, who have been 
taught not to worship idols, but, who had 
departed from that teaching, who had be- 
come degenerated by their pagan neighbors, 
that God was going to chastise them for 
their own good. However, he told them that 
since God had determined to chastise them 
for good that he would wait, as one who ex- 
pected a beneficial result, that he might be 
gracious to them. In other words, Isaiah told 
the people that God would display his 
“mercy” toward them as well as his “judg- 
ment,” or justice. He went on to tell them 
that while God might afflict them outward- 
ly, he would not deprive them of their reli- 
gious privileges; but whenever they at- 
tempted to go astray, he would follow them 
with admonition to return. Furthermore, he 
told them that they should regard the im- 


on 


ages as polluted and unclean, The images of 
idols were usually made of wood or clay and 
covered or plated with gold or silver. 

The most interesting part of this passage 
of scripture is that part where Isaiah tells 
the people of the blessings which shall come 
upon their land and cattle if they do away 
with idol worship, and if they remain loyal 
and consecrated to the true God. He told 
them that rain should come upon their land 
in abundance, that they should be able to 
sow the ground, that their harvests should 
increase, that the products of the land 
should be plenteous, and that the cattle 
should feed in large pastures. It is also in- 
teresting to note that Isaiah told them that 
even the cattle should not lack carefully pre- 
pared and seasoned provender. The word 
“provender” means, literally speaking, mix- 
ed food: various kinds of grain, duly sea- 
soned, and cleansed from all useless or in- 
jurious elements. Furthermore, Isaiah told 
the people that there should be rivers and 
streams of water upon every high mountain 
and upon every high hill. This promise was 
of particular interest to the children of 
Israel, because they needed to do a great 
deal of irrigating, and plentiful irrigation, 
to them, was considered one of the blessings 
of peace in a country at rest. 

Isaiah was actually telling the people that 
as they changed their own lives—that is, as 
they gave up idol worship and recognized 
their position in relation to God and the 
universe—there would also be a correspond- 
ing change in nature which should make for 
the ideal future. Nevertheless, even after all 
the centuries which have passed since Isaiah 
explained to humanity the utter uselessness 
of idol worship, many people today are still 
worshipping idols. Idols in the form of ma- 
terial things and values. Man as yet has not 
learned that God is a Spirit—as it were, the 
Spirit of love, freedom, mercy, justice and 
good-will—and he must be worshipped in 
spirit and in truth.

Isaiah tells the people to remain loyal and consecrated to the 
true God. That rain should come in abundance, that they 
would be able to sow the ground, harvests should increase, 
products of the land would be plenteous and the cattle 
should feed in large pastures, and that there should be 
rivers and streams of water on every high hill. 
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T IS NOT pleasant to criticize either an 
D inaividoa or an institution in which one 
is vitally interested and particularly one for 
which one has a deep affection. And I do 
have not only a strong realization of the 
value of livestock shows, but also a love for 
them which has developed down through the 
many years from my early youth when I 
first became an exhibitor. 

Perhaps it is partly because of my per- 
sonal attitude toward shows that I, without 
being asked to do so, assumed the unpleas- 
ant task of bringing to the attention of my 
readers the criticism expressed in my re- 
cent article. I did so with the feeling that 
no institution can afford to allow decep- 
tion to gain a foothold in it. And that dis- 
honest or unethical methods should be ex- 


which convince me that our breed associa- 
tions and those who control the affairs of 
our shows would do well to, like the organ- 
izations just mentioned, identify and punish 
those who are indulging in practices which 
impugn the good name of those honorable 
and valuable institutions. 

In the main, our exhibitors are honest, 
honorable and good sports so why allow a 
small minority of the other kind to bring 
our whole industry into disrepute. That is 
why I believe it is urgent to check practices 
which are inimical to the usefulness of the 
great purebred beef cattle industry. 

Now let’s discuss some of the more pleas- 
ant aspects of the shows. Those who have 
followed my writings which began in the 
early days of my activities as an Aberdeen- 


More About Shows 


My most recent Aberdeen-Angus Journal article en- 
titled “Is There Room for Improvement in Our Live- 
stock Shows?” dealt rather harshly with practices 
which, on reliable authority and also from my own 
observations, I have reason to believe are indulged in 


by a comparatively small minority of exhibitors to 
say the least unethical practices which I feel serious- 
ly detract from the usefulness of the shows and 
which also react unfavorably to the purebred indus- 
try as a whole. 


posed when they are known to exist, even 
though some people may be hurt by it. And 
if anyone is hurt, it is most apt to be the 
ones who are deserving of it. 

We know that human nature is the same 
the world over and that all organizations 
and institutions must safeguard their rep- 
utations by weeding out those who would 
injure them. Two important examples of 
this come to my mind. One is Politics. We 
all know the effort which is being made to 
eliminate and punish corrupt politicians in 
our major political parties. And we know 
that quite a number have been exposed and 
dealt with. The other most striking ex- 
ample which I have in mind is the American 
Medical Association which is on record to 
keep its ranks clean and to expel and punish 
members of this highly honored profession 
who indulge in unethical methods. I could 
name any number of other similar examples 
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Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


Angus breeder will recall that I have always 
been a staunch advocate of livestock shows. 
And have, from time to time, extolled the 
benefits which they render to the entire live- 
stock industry. I recall that I received high 
praise for one such article, entitled “Are 
Shows Merry-go-Rounds” which was writ- 
ten in answer to one by another writer en- 
titled “Shows Are Merry-go-Rounds.” This 
writer went so far as to insinuate that in 
the final analysis shows did not mean any 
more than a merry-go-round on which peo- 
ple embark for pleasure alone. 

It is true that livestock shows do provide 
a lot of pleasure. They also are rich in 
thrills and glamor. As an exhibitor of long 
standing I have experienced all this. But 
during it all I have been imbued with a 
burning desire to see our shows continue to 
operate as they have during their historic 
past, as honest servants of one of the most 


important industries on earth, the improve- 
ment of our livestock. 

Only a few days ago I had the pleasure 
of an enjoyable visit with a man who bears 
one of the most famous names in American 
Aberdeen-Angus history, a man who started 
in the show business shortly after I did in 
the mid-west and who was one of my chief 
competitors for a great many years, To- 
gether we made the major shows of the 
Middle-West, the North and South, East and 
West. It is not difficult to imagine the 
pleasure we got out of discussing our show 
yard experiences, some of which took place 
many years ago. Some of them at the most 
important shows of the country such as the 
American Royal, the Chicago International, 
the Pacific International, the Great Western 
and a number of the great special shows 
held in various parts of the country includ- 
ing Seattle, Fort Worth, San Francisco and 
Philadelphia. 

We recalled how, in the early days, we 
fitted and showed our own cattle. How we 
slept in an adjacent stall to them at night 
and the thrill we got out of riding in the 
car with them from one show to another. 

The friend, to whom I refer, is a member 
of a family which is still extremely active 
in the showring and one of the most success- 
ful exhibitors of today. Not having been as 
active in the show business in recent years 
as I formerly was, although I still have by 
no means lost touch with them or my inter- 
est in them, this friend was able to brief me 
on some present day show practices with 
which he is more familiar than I. One of 
the last things he said to me was why don’t 
you write an article telling of some of the 
out of the ordinary things you have seen 
happen in the show rings down through the 
many years of your familiarity with them 
in both our country and foreign countries. 
And perhaps I shall write such an article in 
the near future as I do recall a number of 
out of the ordinary things which I have per- 
sonally witnessed both as an exhibitor and 
as a judge.

Jesus was saying the same thing that 
Isaiah said, but in different words, when 
he said: “seek ye first the kingdom of God, 
and his righteousness and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” If we have the 
proper perspective of God within ourselves, 
then our perspective of nature, and of the 
whole of life will be a bright and happy one. 
If we seek first to create the kingdom of 
God in our own life, in our community, in 
our nation, and in our world, then indeed 
our land will prosper, our harvest will in- 
crease, and the rain shall be abundant. Also, 
our agricultural products will be plenteous 
and our cattle shall not want for food. And 
so long as the agricultural and cattle mar- 
kets are sound our economy will be safe.

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tion, and to top it all off it was sent to me 
in a postage saver envelope. What he had 
to say was as follows: 

“A while ago you sent me an ad for your 
magazine. I am enclosing part of it with 
this letter. I have seen a couple of recent 
issues and you seem unable to find space 
for sale listings as you used to do. When 
you say you do, that is fraudulent adver- 
tising. The only thing you have room for is 
the millionaries and their income tax shen- 
anigans. Any fool can buy a herd, but intel- 
ligence and experience is necessary to breed 
one. Your magazine has lost touch with the 
business. What we need is a magazine pub- 
lished by the association which will promote 
the breed as it should be” end of quote and 
signature of the disgruntled fellow. 

I want to go into some detail in answering 
this type of letter. We have only a few such 
missives during a year, but each one opens 
our eyes to the fact that the job we do is 
not satisfying at least one particular reader. 

The “ad” this man refers to was a sub- 
scription folder prepared several months 
ago and mailed to prospective subscribers. 
The portion that he termed fraudulent ad- 
vertising had to do with a statement of reg- 
ular features found in each issue. One fea- 
ture was the detailed reports of sales, which 
at the time the folder was prepared were 
reported in full. This was the only item on 
the folder that was under discussion, and 
the man was right, we did report sales in 
full up until three issues or so ago and then 
when we got loaded up with sales to re- 
port we did give the summary of each sale 
and a representative listing of cattle sold 
followed by a listing of the buyers at each 
event. 

No one hated the decision to abbreviate 
those reports any more than the Journal 
staff, however there were so many spring 
sales that we knew the fall sale season 
would be upon us and we would still have 
been reporting spring sales three to four 
months after they had been held. In order 
to catch up we were forced to abbreviate 
some reports, but we did still report in full 
the state, district and national shows, fu- 
turities, first auctions held by breeders and 
some of the top events of the season. 

When the writer of this letter stated that 
it looked like we couldn’t find space to re- 
port them as we had in the past he was ex- 
actly right. The only way we would have 
had room would have been by printing more 
pages each month just to carry the detailed 
reports, and after all we had to strike a 
balance somewhere between advertising and 
reading matter. 

The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is mailed 
under a second class postal permit. Uncle 
Sam is very specific about the amount of

New Jersey Starts 
Angus Heifer Club 


New Jersey has joined other states in 
initiating an Aberdeen-Angus Heifer Club. 
Six New Jersey boys and girls, ranging in 
age from 7 to 18, are now members of the 
Somerset Hills Angus Heifer Club. 

The idea for the newly-organized Club, 
modeled after similar clubs throughout the 
United States, was proposed by Wiiliam M. 
Brainard of Downsbragh Farm, Far Hills, 
who wanted to encourage production of beef 
cattle in the State. Brainard pointed out the 
investment and educational opportunities of 
a heifer club project as promulgated by the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Association. 

The youngsters were helped in financing 
their projects by the New Jersey Junior 
Breeders Fund, which was established in 
1921 to promote interest in purebred live- 
stock and to give young farm boys and girls 
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an opportunity to start their own herds. 
Until the present loans were negotiated, 
borrowers from the Fund had purchased 
only steers for fitting and fattening. How- 
ever, according to William E, Kenny, super- 
visor of farm youth credit services for the 
State Department of Agriculture, the proj- 
ect was considered in line with the Fund’s 
objectives. 

In establishing the Club, Brainard enlist- 
ed the help of Somerset County Club Agent 
Harold N. Repair of Somerville, Donald M. 
Kniffen, extension specialist in animal hus- 
bandry, Rutgers University, and Kenny. 

Farm boys and girls interested in carry- 
ing out a beef project were invited to at- 
tend a meeting with their parents at Brain- 
ard’s farm in March and the Club got under 
Way. 


NEW JERSEY CLUB loans are from the New Jersey 
Junior Breeders’ Fund established in 1921 by the late 
U. S. Senator Joseph S. Frelinghuysen and the late 
Julius Forstmann of Passaic. The fund is administer- 
ed by State Secretary of Agriculture W. H. Allen (at 
left in photo) and the State Board of Agriculture. 
Shown at right is Daniel Wengryn, of Somerville, 
one of the club’s active members. Donald M. Kniffen, 
extension specialist in animal husbandry, Rutgers 
University, helps the members in selection of animals 
for their projects and will continue to help guide 
them in development of their future herds. 


Club members negotiated loans to pur- 
chase their animals through their local 
county 4-H club agents. Their applications 
were then approved by the executive com- 
mittee of the county boards of agriculture 
and submitted to the Junior Breeders Fund. 

Members of the Ciub are qualified young- 
sters who had the necessary facilities to 
take care of the heifers, which were pur- 
chased from New Jersey breeders. The an- 
imals were selected by Kniffen, so that the 
youngsters would be certain of good buys. 
The extension specialist will continue to 
guide the group in developing their herds. 

Active in the Club are two girls, Sharon 
L. Feller of Flemington and Frances Rad- 
cliffe of Lafayette R. D. 1 and four boys, 
Gerhard Schoenthal of Belle Mead, Daniel 
and George Wengryn of Somerville and Jon 
Bruce Feller, Sharon’s brother. 

Club Agent Repair and others interested 
in the project are planning two shows in 
which Club members may compete. Even- 
tually, when the group has steers to show, 
they will be eligible for 4-H baby beef 
shows and for Junior Breeder awards. 

According to Kenny, over the past 30 
years, Junior Breeder borrowers have 
proved to be good credit risks. Since 1921, 
when the Fund was established, 3,462 loans 
have been made in 19 counties. These loans 
total $273,514, more than nine times the 
amount of the original fund established by 
the late U. S. Senator Joseph S. Freling- 
huysen and the late Julius Forstmann of 
Passaic. The Fund is administered by State 
Secretary of Agriculture W. H. Allen and 
the State Board of Agriculture. 

Loans are available for the purchase of 
calves, poultry, lambs, pigs and livestock 
feed, says Kenny. Students of vocational 
agriculture are also eligible for loans after 
applying to their vocational agriculture 
teacher and receiving the approval of the 
supervising principal.

The eye of the rib displays excellent quality, with marbling 
and firmness of lean, with uniformity of covering.

cuts from different meat animals. The bone and muscle structure 


offer the key for identification. 


Meat identification also consists of classifying the cut as beef

further help in meat identification.

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ON’T COUNT out entirely the possi- 
bility of government subsidies for 
cattlemen, despite opposition of officials 
of the Agriculture Department, and proba- 
bly of most stockmen themselves. Fact is 
that Congress is determined to hold reins 
on farm policy, at least as long as markets 
are weak, and the lawmakers are worried. 
They have an election coming up next 
year, and most of them figure high price 
supports will make more votes than would 
action to lower them. Legislation to 
guarantee minimum cattle prices could be 
passed when Congress meets again if 
stockmen are still in serioug price trouble. 
Such a bill already has been sponsored by 
Southwest legislators who threw it into 
the hopper on Capitol Hill this summer 
when the drouth was at its height. It 
called for support of cattle prices at 90 per- 
cent of parity. 

Nothing came of it, and even its sponsors 
did not look for passage. However, they 
are still hoping for serious consideration 
at a later date. Part of the pressure for 
such a law comes from a new cattlemen’s 
group, the “United Livestock Producers 
Association”. The new association says its 
idea is to represent the smaller ranchers 
who, it is charged, are not adequately rep- 
resented by larger cattlemen’s organiza- 
tions.

The foot-and-mouth campaign in Mexico 
has become a near fiasco that probably can 
be averted only if the government South of 
the Border compromises with the U. S. on a 
plan to get the Joint U. S.-Mexican Com- 
mission back into the fight against the di- 
sease. 

The Commission and its expert aftosa 
fighters have been summarily kicked out of 
the 20 by 30 mile quarantine area of in- 
fection in the State of Veracruz. Reason 
is Mexican hatred of the “Sanitary rifle” 
slaughter of infected herds. U. S. experts 
have insisted slaughter is the only sure way 
to eliminate the disease; Mexican officials 
have held that such a course would ruin the 
Mexican economy. 

Result was ousting of the Commission. 
Since then American foot-and-mouth 
fighters have been forced to remain in a 
buffer zone surrounding the area of heavy 
infection. Meanwhile, control measures 
taken inside the area have included little if 
any slaughter, but vaccination instead. 

U. S. veterinarians say that vaccine may 
do little to arrest the disease, and can con- 
ceal its spread.

Present strategy of USDA is to sell 
Mexico on a limited and gradual slaughter 
program in the quarantine zone, with the 
Joint Commission returning to do the job. 
Another goal is to win Mexican approval 
for immediate slaughter of any newly in- 
fected herds discovered outside the quaran- 
tine zone. 

Whether Mexico would go along with 
these ideas was in doubt at this writing. 
If they do not, this country probably would 
have little choice but to withdraw to the 
border, and strengthen protective measures 
there to keep the disease away from U. S. 
herds. 

Experts are generally agreed that this 
would be difficult even with construction 
of a fence from the Gulf to the Pacific. 


Ranchers and farmers who plan operations 
carefully won’t be cut back sharply, if at all, 
in the amount of payments received next 
year for carrying out soil conservation 
practices, say USDA officials. 

Funds for payments have been reduced 
22 percent below this year, but the Agri- 
culture Department hopes to make up part 
of the difference in savings on administra- 
tive costs of the program. Visits of PMA 
committeemen to farms will be eliminated. 
Instead, the program will be taken to far- 
mers via community meetings, attended by 
representatives of the Soil Conservations 
Service, Extension Service, and Forest Ser- 
vice, as well as PMA committeemen. 

Farmers who arrange for federal assist- 
ance for “permanent” practices—terraces, 
dams, permanent pasture and cover crops, 
etc.—stand to receive largest payments. 
USDA is preparing to cut down on the 
amounts spent for such temporary prac- 
tices as turning over green manure. 

USDA would like to make substantial re- 
duction in payments for lime and fertilizer, 
but cuts are not likely to be great. Con- 
gress made it clear such assistance should 
be maintained, especially in building up 
permanent pastures. 

Conservation officials are privately 
miffed at failure of Congress to eliminate 
the so-called small payments provision in 
the Agricultural Conservation Program. 
This requires that the government pay a 
bigger percentage of the cost of practices 
carried out by farmers receiving total ACP 
payments of $200 or less. 

It is a gimmick that has brought much 
of the public criticism of soil and water pay- 
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ments. Reason is that the farmer gets the 
“bonus” in the form of an extra check. 
Frequently say officials, he doesn’t know 
what it’s for. 

Note: Top conservation payment for a 
single farmer in 1954 will be $1,500 com- 
pared with $2,500 as in past years. 


Introduction of food as a front line weap- 
on in the cold war with Russia may prove 
the most positive step yet taken by the 
Eisenhower administration to shift to the 
offensive in the struggle between the free 
and Red worlds. 

Although it has had little attention in 
the press, fact is that the action was taken 
only after long study of all the conceivable 
consequences. Decision to attempt pene- 
tration of the iron curtain into East Ger- 
many with surplus commodities is the tip- 
off that similar attempts would be made 
wherever (1) peoples subject to Kremlin 
rule appear restive, and (2) are also hun- 


gry. 
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Russian leaders have reacted exactly as 
U. S. officials hoped to the food offensive. 
Many of the latter have been arguing for 
some time that words can be effective in 
the war for men’s minds only when ac- 
companied by action.

The President’s use of food in cold war 
has enhanced his prestige with Congress. 
U. S. lawmakers, who had been reluctant to 
grant him broad powers to dispose of U. S. 
surpluses in foreign nations, have now done 
so.

Give the bottom animal all credit it is due, and criticize the top 
animal, if it hes any faults.

REASONS 


The object of giving reasons is to compare and describe differ- 
ences as they are in an impressive, interesting, sincere and con- 
fident manner . . . They should be brief and emphasis placed on 
the big or main points in the class. 

USE ONLY ACCURATE STATEMENTS. 


Be careful in giving or writing reasons that you do not mix 


numbers. 


Have your reasons well organized and talk or write your 


points in a logical sequence. 
A student should never use a term unless he fully understands 
its meaning and it applies to the animal or class he is discussing. 


POINTS TO CONSIDER 
Side View: 
1. General balance. 
2. Depth of body. 
3. Blockiness of body. 


A broad vocabulary of good livestock and meat terms is essential 
for good reasons—Avoid repetition of terms. 

In giving reasons, use comparative terms; consider the class in 
pairs giving first the reasons for placing the first over the second, 
then the reasons for placing the second over the third, followed by 
the reasons for placing the third over the fourth and then tell why 
the fourth was placed bottom. 

Always give an animal placed under another all concessions 
(grants) it is due.

ing the month of July was a wild and 
wooly affair, prices fluctuating wildly and 
finally working to new recent high levels at 
a time when many men in the industry could 
see nothing but further price losses. 

The last week of June had seen some pret- 
ty sorry trading in the cattle market as 
prices during that period reached new low 
levels for the year. Supplies had been liberal 
and meat at wholesale levels was moving 
only slowly. 


"Time CATTLE TRADE at Chicago dur- 


But, this was really erased the next week 
when the market moved unevenly higher. 
The first full week in July ended with the 
various grades and weights of steers and 
yearlings selling anywhere from 75¢ to $3.00 
higher than the close of the previous week, 
most cattle selling 75¢ to $2.00 above that 
week. Heavies and low-grades shared the 
advance and they scored the sharpest gain, 
after having been at the bottom of the 
price list for the season a week earlier. 

The following week wag an even wilder 
affair, only the post OPA sessions of Octo- 
ber, 1946 showing sharper price gains. The 
price gains on the previous week had re- 
sulted in a curtailed supply of cattle as 
cornbelt cattle feeders smelled an oppor- 
tunity to make up for some of the much 
lower markets of earlier in the season. When 
these supplies were cut, the market for beef 
at wholesale levels has swung into high 
gear and every local and eastern killer want- 
ed all of the cattle he could get. For three 
days during the second full week of July a 
seller was able to get almost anything he 
asked within reason as the scramble for cat- 
tle made for fast selling. 

As the demand increased prices for the 
various grades and weights of steers and 
yearling scored gains of from $2.00 to $6.00 
above prices paid a week earlier and some 
big cattle sold at the full price gain. 

But, the sharp gain in prices was just too 
much for the man on the farm to resist and 
on Thursday he unloaded a total of nearly 
14,000 head of cattle on the market, the sup- 
ply standing the biggest for any Thursday 
since October 17, 1946, At that time condi- 
tions were not at all normal for that date 
was only two days after the OPA was lifted. 
When the buying side saw the big run they 
lowered the sights quite a bit and the mar- 
ket did an “about face”, losses amounting 
$1.00 to $2.00 from the high point, prices 
that week closing $2.00 to $4.00 above a 
week earlier. 

During the two week period of the price 
rise, the extreme top for steers moved up 
from $23.50 on July 6 to $30.50 nine days 
later. That date was the high point of the 
month of July, as the break that came on 
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Thursday, July 16 sent prices backward un- 
til at the end of July cattle selling for $27.50 
were comparable to those that brought three 
dollars more early in the month. Still, prices 
on the close were still from $4.00 to $4.75 
above price paid late in June. The average 
price for the month was the highest since 
January and $3.00 above the June average. 

The sudden and sharp price bulge greated 
a better feeling in the country and even the 
break in prices later in the month did damp- 
en the ardour of many cattle feeders who 
had taken heart at the advance, Some im- 
provement was noted in the condition of the 
stocker and feeder market as a result of the 
“price bulge” in fat cattle. 

Cattle marketings at Chicago in June 
amounted to 178,800 head, the biggest July 
run since OPA days of 1946, but still more 
than 40,000 head short of the June total. 

During the decline in fat cattle prices, 
stockers and feeders were almost a drug on 
the market at Chicago, but the price bulge 
changed that picture and thin cattle gained 
$2.00 to $4.00 late in July. 

Heifers shared in the fat cattle price 
gains early in the month, but they also came 
in for price paring later, losses in heifers 
being $3.00 to $4.00 above late June prices. 
The top reached $29.00 at the high time and 
the best were quoted at $27.00 at the close. 

During the month of July it was an- 
nounced that packers operating under fed- 
eral inspection butchered 1,450,302 cattle in 
June, the biggest total for any month since 
October, 1947, when 1,496,683 were slaugh- 
tered. Only two other months on record had 
bigger totals. In October, 1944, the slaugh- 
ter was 1,450,572 and in October, 1945 the 
all-time record high kill of 1,583,697 head 
took place. The former record for the month 
of June was 1,206,578 in 1947. 

Beef in cold storage on July 1, after five 
consecutive months of decrease, totaled the 


smallest since October 1, 1952, down 32 per 
cent from the heaviest stocks of the year, 
February 1. Pork in store on July 1 set a 
new low for 1953 after four months of de- 
crease, down 32 per cent from the year’s 
heaviest stocks on March 1. Holdings were 
the lightest for July 1 in six years, down 
40 per cent from a year ago. 

The month of July will be long remember- 
ed for some wide price fluctuations in the 
hog market, the market for the month being 
one of the highest months on record. The ex- 
treme top for hogs moved up to $27.70 about 
mid-month, making it the eighth consecutive 
month in which the top price advanced, from 
a November peak of $18.15 or comparable 
selections. 

Top grades of pork loins moved from 
$55.00 per ewt. on July 1 to a price of $71.00 
on July 20 and sold late in the month at 
$50.00. Hogs that averaged below 200 
pounds in weight fell most on the trade that 
hit late last month. 

Lamb trading during July sent prices up- 
ward a bit for the seventh consecutive 
month. Prime lambs reached a top of $29.00, 
equal to the year’s peak price established in 
June.

SEVEN STATES LISTED IN 
“BILLION POUND” CLASS 

Based on live weight statistics on cattle, 
hogs and sheep produced in 1952, the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board reports 
that there were seven states, each with a 
production of more than a billion pounds of 
meat. These states, in order of farm pro- 
duction, were as follows: Iowa, Illinois, 
Texas, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraske and 
Indiana. 

Pork was produced in greater abundance 
than any other meat in this seven-state 
area, according to the Board. Of the total 
meat output, 36.3 per cent was beef and 
veal, 62 per cent was pork and 1.7 per cent 
was lamb and mutton.

A thick quartered bull, a number of his sons 
and daughters sold in Kintyre’s production 
sale last October. 

The Jackson’s farm home is a ranch style 
structure situated on a knoll overlooking the 
farm pastures along the highway which 
runs from Gloster to McComb. The guest 
house is connected by a spacious breezeway 
which emphasizes the cool evening breezes 
that blow across the Southland with the set- 
ting of the sun, Utility farm buildings are 
practical in construction with housing for 
bulls, calves and cows. Ample storage space 
is also available in the way of hay lofts and 
silos. The picture, of course, is completed by 
the thick cows and typy young calves that 
graze nearby. Of special note is the uni- 
formity of the young up-coming heifers 
who are breeding true in thickness and 
type. 

The pasture program is based on a 10 
month grazing period with supplemental 
feed during the latent months, White clover, 
crimson clover, wild winter peas and rye 
grass constitutes late winter and spring 
grazing on the hills while fescue and white 
clover is grown on the bottoms. During the 
summer, sericea lespedeza is used for graz- 
ing on the hills from April to the first kill- 
ing frost supplemented by common kobe 
lespedeza from June to the first frost. Dal- 
lisgrass and carpetgrass are sown in with 
the sericea lespedeza. If a wet fall occurs it 
usually means December grazing while frost 
in the middle of September usually produces 
January grazing. However, silage for carry 
over is figured on a 120 day basis. Enough 
honey drip and hegari sorgham is grown to 
produce around 250 tons of silage which is 
stored in upright. silos. In addition around

The pastures 
are constantly being improved through the 
use of fertilizers and new pastures are con- 
tinually being opened. Much of the land 
formerly produced cotton and was in a de- 
pleted state but a number of pastures have 
also been reclaimed directly from their orig- 
inal brush and timber condition. 


MARYDALE FARM, 
St. Francisville, Louisiana 

For our next farm stop we will move 
south and across the Mississippi river into 
Louisiana. Here, above Baton Rouge in West 
Feliciana Parish, is the largest purebred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus herd in the deep south, For 
Marydale Farm of St. Francisville, Lou- 
isiana, has 525 females in the breeding herd 
of which more than 300 are mature cows. 
Yet Marydale Farm has been a factor in the 
Angus business only seven years. 

But in those seven years a former 4,000 
acre cotton plantation has been converted 
entirely to grass and beef production. No 
cotton is grown, although at one time it 
was widely known for its production of this 
cash crop. “Today we have more than 2,000 
acres of this former cotton land limed and 
phosphated and in improved pasture mix- 
tures,” Owner Lloyd Cobb pointed out. “We 
first had to replace those soil elements tak- 
en out by heavy cropping. And we add extra 
nitrogen every year.” It might be mentioned 
that Marydale is a pioneer in the use of an- 
hydrous ammonia in pasture treatment, 
rather than one of the dry forms of nitro- 
gen, such as ammonium nitrate. “We make

two applications a year,” says Manager 
“Cotton” Fairchild, “in the fall and again 
in June. We apply 50 to 60 units of the an- 
hydrous ammonia, which is equivalent to 
200 pounds of ammonium nitrate.” 

The lush tonnage of forage produced is 
proof enough that this part of the south is 
a natural as far as inexpensive cattle costs 
are concerned. Combinations used are rye 
grass, bermuda and dallis grass with le- 
gumes such as crimson clover, white Dutch, 
red, and native hop clover. In other pastures 
dallis and bermuda grass, plus lespedeza, 
makes up the combination. 

Foundation of the herd was largely C. V. 
Whitney and Ravenswood origin. With the 
original purchases came Eileenmere 260th, 
senior champion of the 1941 International. 
While the “260th” is gone there are 75 of 
his daughters in the breeding herd. The herd 
also contains 25 daughters of Prince Sun- 
beam 48th, 12 by Ames Plantation Pride 
Eric, 5 by the 1939 champion, Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th. Other bulls represented 
with daughters in the herd include the In- 
ternational champions Eileenmere 85th and 
Eileenmere 500th; Ravenswood Bandolier 
12th, “the burned back bull”; Prince Sun- 
beam 100th; Royalist of Sunbeam; the 1948 
International champion Prince Sunbeam 
249th; Prince Quality M. B.; Eileenmere 
487th; Prince Sunbeam 105th; Enfileen’s 
Bandolier 2d; Hill Crest Model; Eileenmere 
1029th; Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam and 
Prince Eric 4th of Sunbeam and Prince En- 
vious of Bates, to mention some of the 
“name” bulls. 

The cow herd includes 40 Hartley Edellas, 
30 Karamas, 30 Miss Burgess, and more 
than a handful of such popular tribes as 
Katinkas, Jilts, Georginas and Blackcap 
Bessies. “Only our Bessies this year are 
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proving great bull getters,” Lloyd Cobb 
reports. 

Senior sire at Marydale is Eileenmere 
1025th, a son of the champion Eileenmere 
500th out of a Tolan Blackcap daughter of 
the old champion, the “85th”. Also seeing a 
lot of use is the Platinum Cross bull, Anoka- 
mere 10th. He is by Eileenmere 1000th and 
out of a double-bred Blackbird Bandolier of 
Page dam, an Anoka Barbara. Other bulls 
in service include sons of Epponian 6th of 
Broadview, Prince Sunbeam 48th, Prin-e 
Bandolier 7th, Eileenmere 1025th and Prince 
Eric 2d of Sunbeam. 


Marydale is a large operation, and an ex- 
tremely practical one. Maximum use is made 
of grass, which is available most of the 
year. Housing costs are held at a minimum. 
However, one of the farm buildings is 
worthy of mention—the show and fitting 
barn which measures 64 by 250 feet. In the 
north it could be described as being fargely 
an open shelter as protection from the sum- 
mer sun, and cold rains in the winter, is its 
main function. 


This southern herd has been the seed 
source of many new herds. Two very suc- 
cessful production sales have been held. 
Marydale has also played a leading role in 
furnishing club steers in this section of the 
south and Angus winners at the strong Ba- 
ton Rouge show have contained a high per- 
centage of Marydale-bred calves. 


Lloyd Cobb has built a strong herd in 
relatively few years. The breeding program 
is sound, as is evidenced by the record made 
by Marydale cattle in show and sale compe- 
tition. Both the Marydale owner and man- 
ager are young men, with a strong herd in 
a part of the country that is fast developing 
as Angus territory. It looks like Marydale 
will be a name to remember for a good many 
years ahead. 


PARKER ANGUS FARM, 
McComb, Mississippi 

Mr. and Mrs. T. J. Parker, owners of 
Parker Angus Farm, seven miles west of 
McComb, Mississippi on highway 24, 
started the present day herd of cattle in 
1942 with the purchase of eight cows and 
one bull from the herd of the late Ransom 
Aldrich, of Michigan City, Mississippi. 
From this beginning the Parkers have ex- 
panded their operation to include over 400 
head of both purebred and commercial 
stock, and, in May of this year they held 
their first production sale. 


The Parker farm, typical of the area 
with its rolling hills, clover pastures and 
pine timber forests, covers some 1,600 
acres, 700 now under a pasture production 
program. In addition to sericea lespedeza, 
crimson clover and white clover, hop clover 
is maintained as one of the main legumes 
for grazing from very early spring until 
June. Plenty of hay is cut annually to 
supplement the regular pasture program.

Holly Prince 
100th, about whom the recent production 
sale was built, is a top breeding son of 
Prince Sunbeam 100th and out of a daugh- 
ter of Prince Sunbeam 29th. He was pur- 
chased in 1949 at the Fred Smith Dispersal. 
In 1952 the Parkers bought Cooper’s Ei- 
leenmere 3d, a smooth fleshed grandson of 
the famed Eileenmere 487th. In May of 
the same year they selected Bandolier 423d 
of Wilton at the Wilton Farm sale. He isa 
grandson of Prince Eric of Sunbeam out of 
Blackcap Bessie W. 5th who goes back to 
Blackcap Betty of Page. A thick, deep 
quartered bull, he was first prize summer 
yearling at the Iowa State Fair in 1951. 

In addition to the original eight cows 
from the Aldrich herd, the Parkers went 
to Briarcliff, at Pine Plains, New York in 
1944 to select four cows with calves at side. 
These cows, including the heifer Eppymere 
of Brier Ridge, who was named after the 
original name of the Parker farm, formed 
the foundation stock for the present herd. 
From time to time other select individuals 
have been added. Today there are some 100 
head of producing brood cows in the regis- 
tered herd. 

In connection with the purebred operation 
of the farm, the Parkers have built up a 
herd of commercial cows which approaches 
the 100 mark. This herd, like the regis- 
tered one, is continually being culled and 
improved by replacement heifers. Steers, 
which are raised and marketed, are in- 
cluded in the grassland grazing program 
along with the registered and commercial 
cows. A visit to the pastures and herds 
showed good type and body being handed 
down from mother to calf. One of the 
notable cows was Brier Ridge Queen 
Mother 6th, with calf at side. This deep, 
smooth cow, whose calf showed the same 
qualities, goes back to Black Prince of 
Sunbeam. 

Buildings on the farm include a number 
of smaller structures as well as a large hay 
storage and feeding barn. During our 
visit, just prior to the production sale, this 
barn housed the sale cattle. The buildings 
and farm are set off by white board fencing 
which surrounds the immediate building 
and pasture area. Assisting the Parkers in 
the operation of their expanding enterprize, 
is Lee Johnston, farm manager.

more ideal for the raising of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle than on Belltrees, with its 
20,000 acres of beautiful country, Tran- 
quility is the essence of this region. The 
winding red soil road from Scone follows 
the contours of the original bullock track 
and coaching road which the pioneers cut 
through a green, well-timbered land. Little 
farmsteads are scattered about the river 
flats; there are tall stands of maize and 
bright green alfalfa lucerne paddocks, The 
steep red banks of the river, which is nor- 
mally a placid stream, reveal how swiftly 
the Hunter can become a torrential flow 
after storms. 

On Belltrees itself there seems to be wa- 
ter everywhere. The river winds through the 
property and always you come upon little 
groups of sleek black cattle in the shallows 
or seeking the shade of weeping willows and 
sheoaks in the summer’s heat. The soft rush 
of the river over stony crossings has a mel- 
low sound night and day. 

Unlike some of the more outback cattle 
regions, water presents no problem here. 
Good flows can be tapped almost anywhere 
in the foothills and the deepest sub-artesian 
bore is only 70 feet. Nor does the river ever 
go dry, for the annual rainfall of the dis- 
trict averages 26 inches. 

Against these strongly-moulded land- 
scapes of dark mountains and abrupt peaks 
the cattle graze leisurely on rolling hillsides 
and lush green river flats. The scattered box 
trees and eucalyptus give the whole prop- 
erty a park-like air. Five miles from the 
homestead with its lawns and screen of pop- 
lars the steep mass of Mount Woolooma 
rises to close on 5,000 feet. More distantly 
you can see the towering walls on the New 
England Range, where snow lies in winter. 
It is timber and sheep country up there, the 
cattle lands occupying only the lower slopes. 

Perhaps the most effective view of the 
property is from a 300-foot hill near the 
homestead, from which the whole scope of 
grazing operations can be seen more graph- 
ically than on any map. Up on the lightly 
timbered hiilsides the young steers and heif- 
ers are feeding. Each side of the river, where 
the wide and well-grassed flats are bisected 
by fences neat as ruled lines, fat cattle 
graze contentedly upon sown clover or other 
imported grasses. The distant sound of a 
tractor carries drowsily across the land- 
scape on a summer’s day. 

Away in the other direction is a large 
paddock for stud bulls. Since the high stand- 
ard of the Belltrees herd depends upon the 
quality of these bulls, they are carefully 
selected and culled, with frequent importa- 
tions of new blood. The improved pastures 
are so good that there is no necessity for 
hand-feeding, although lucerne hay is some- 
times used.

_tion. The lucerne is harvested and baled as 


hay against dry times and has been known 
to keep effectively for as long as 15 years. 


Native grasses, danthonia and medics (a 
native clover), still grow upon the hills, but 
these have all been dressed with super- 
phosphate. It is upon these pastures that 
the young steers and heifers are put after 
weaning. 

The annual round of activity can be re- 
garded as a model of good husbandry. In 
the middle of October the large bull pad- 
dock is mustered and the stud bulls put with 
the cows, three or four to every 100 cows, 
and left there until the end of March, The 
cows begin calving in mid-July, during 
which time stockmen ride round them all 
the time, making sure they remain in good 
condition. In November the calves are mus- 
tered on horseback and walked to yards for 
branding. Most of them at this stage are 
between three and four months old. Because 
breeding is completely controlled, as much 
as 75 per cent of the calving takes place in

ing dust, rising ground water bringing 
spores to the surface, worms and insects as 
carriers, and crows as carriers and spread- 
ers through consumption and the digestive 
tract. 


Wise Burroughs and C, C. Culbertson dis- 
cussed the results achieved with the experi- 
mental cattle, which were appraised the day 
before by Carl Bentzinger of Morrell and 
Company, Walter Cropley of the Producers 
Commission Association, Sioux City, and K. 
P. Johannsen of Decker and Sons. Experi- 
ments conducted were: Using corn silage 
and various supplements for fattening year- 
ling steers, and, cattle supplements with 
high-roughage rations followed by a high 
corn finishing ration for yearling steers. Re- 
sults of the first mentioned experiment 
showed that cattle receiving full feed of 
corn made the most rapid gain (2 lbs. daily 
per steer) whereas the cattle receiving a 
full feed of corn silage made a somewhat 
slower gain (1.7 lbs.). Adding corncobs to 
corn silage during the early part of the fat- 
tening period followed by adding corn grain 
to corn silage during the finishing period 
resulted in faster and more economical costs 
of gains than were obtained with a full feed 
of corn silage without cobs or grain addi- 
tions. Also this system of adding cobs and 
later adding grain to corn silage resulted 
in cheaper feed costs than were obtained 
with a full feed of corn, however, the rate 
of gain was somewhat less with the silage 
system of feeding. The comparison of dif- 
ferent supplemental mixtures showed that 
the higher gains were made on the mixtures 
that cost higher per pound. 


In the second experiment mentioned above 
the feeding system of using low-cost rough- 
ages during the early part of the feeding 
period and a heavy feed of corn grain dur- 
ing the final finishing period appears to be 
a sound system in reducing total feed costs 
in fattening yearling steers to a choice 
slaughter grade. Although the overall feed- 
ing results with cornstalk silage were dis- 
appointing in this experiment (silage de- 
terioration increased rapidly after the first 
month of feeding and cattle gains decreased 
accordingly, the dirt in the silage believed 
to be the major cause of increased silage 
deterioration), sufficient experience was 
gained to suggest that this low-cost rough- 
age has potentialities as a major feed for 
cattle in Iowa if suitable harvesting and 
storage methods can be worked out in the 
future on an economical basis. These meth- 
ods require further testing before any spe- 
cific recommendations can be made. At the 
present time it would seem more desirable 
to make use of ground corncobs or regular 
corn silage as low-cost roughage rather than 
cornstalk silage at least until more experi- 
mental information has been obtained,

Was again good and almost identical to the 
good results obtained last year, feeding a 
similar experimental hay ration. These two 
results suggest that large amounts 
of hay can be marketed under this system 
of fattening cattle and may at times be 
more profitable than feeding higher levels 
of corn grain. Purdue supplement A in gen- 
eral produced a slightly faster rate of gain 
than the gains produced by the various Iowa 
supplements used. The Iowa supplements

‘being somewhat cheaper in costs, produced 


gains fully as economical as those obtained 
on Purdue supplement A. These supplement 
comparisons demonstrate that a large vari- 
ety of different feed ingredients can be used 
in cattle supplements with equally good re- 
sults provided the supplement used contains 
the proper nutrients needed in supplement- 
ing the primary feeds being fed. 

Following the discussion on feed lot cat- 
tle, William H. Hale took up the subject of 
“Pasture Research With Beef Cattle,” being 
conducted on the Western Iowa experimen- 
tal farm at Castana, the soil conservation 
farm at Shenandoah and the experimental 
farms at Beaconsfield and Albia. To the 
question of how much corn will pasture save 
in fattening cattle these four conclusions 
were reached: (1) When cattle were full fed 
corn on pasture it required just as many 
bushels of corn on pasture as were required 
in drylot. The only feed saving was in hay 
and protein supplement. (2) When corn 
feeding was limited on pasture it required

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fewer bushels of corn per steer to bring 
cattle to the same degree of finish. (3) One 
of the more advantageous methods of limit- 
ing corn on pasture is to feed no corn dur- 
ing the first two months on pasture and 
then to full feed corn during the last half 
of the pasture season. This system takes ad- 
vantage of the rapid gain made on pasture 
during the first part of the season and does 
not delay marketing appreciably. (4) Feed- 
ing no corn on pasture throughout the en- 
tire grazing season followed by corn feed- 
ing in the fall saves the most bushels of 
corn of any method tried in fattening cat- 
tle; however, marketing dates are postponed 
by this method which oftentimes is a seri- 
ous handicap over marketing earlier. 

In the comparison of drylot and pasturing 
feeding it was found that cattle full-fed in 
drylot finish in a shorter period and as a re- 
sult can be marketed at a more advantage- 
ous time when normal markets exist. It was 
also found that cattle full-fed in drylot may 
bring a higher price than grass cattle of a 
similar grade and that at the start of the 
grazing season cattle may be too fat to 
make maximum use of pasture. 

Concluding talk of the day was given by 
Aldon H. Jensen on “Trace Minerals and 
Molasses in Wintering and Fattening Cattle 
Experiments.” Results of these experiments 
showed that adding molasses to the supple- 
ment increased gains and lowered the costs 
of gains when cattle received a fattening 
ration containing a large amount of corn- 
cobs. Trace mineral additions to the supple- 
ment also increased gains over the basal 
feed of corncobs and decreased the cost of 
gains on cattle receiving the corncob ra- 
tion; however, the benefits derived from 
trace mineral additions was not as great as 
that obtained from molasses additions. The 
responses obtained from molasses and trace 
minerals when cattle were fattened on a 
high corn ration were materially smaller 
than the comparable responses obtained on 
the high-corncob ration, noting, however, 
that the corn fed lots made exceedingly 
good gains and were fed for a short feeding 
period, 110 days. These results suggest that 
molasses may contribute valuable ingredi- 
ents to cattle supplements beyond their 
sugar or energy content. These added values 
appear to be most beneficial in a ration in 
which a poor quality roughage is fed (corn- 
cobs) than in rations where higher quality 
feeds are fed such as corn and hay, Further 
that trace minerals are of value in cattle 
supplements but that molasses contains su- 
perior constituents to those present in the 
trace mineral mixture. 

The results found through experimental 
feeding using grass silage, corn stalk silage 
and various supplemental feeds for winter- 
ing yearling steers were also of interest to 
attending cattlemen. Summary of these ex- 
periments showed all supplements fed with 
grass silage materially stimulated cattle 
live weight gains over gains made by cattle 
fed grass silage and no supplement, The

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supplement which stimulated the best rate 
of gain in cattle fed grass silage was the 
most complete supplement which contained 
soybean oil meal, minerals and molasses. 
From these results it is evident that the 
feeding of grass silage made without a pre- 
servative and fed without a supplement is 
not a balanced ration for cattle when a high 
rate of gain is desired. Corn stalk silage was 
successfully fed with hay in the wintering 
ration when adequate supplements were in- 
cluded. The supplementary needs of a mix- 
ture of cornstalk silage and hay did not ap- 
pear to be greatly different from the sup- 
plementary needs for grass silage except 
that slightly more supplement was required 
to produce the same amount of gain. The 
chief advantage of cornstalk silage would 
appear to be in years in which inadequate 
supplies of grass silages and hay are avail- 
able, such as in times of drought.

tractive young daughter of Elban Bardolier 
3d, the 1951 International champion. 

Jim McCord, well known in southern live 
stock circles and a former governor of 
Tennessee, spoke after the barbecue dinner. 
He pointed out that middle Tennessee was 
one of the great limestone sections of the 
country and an area with a great potential 
in producing Angus seed stock. “But the 
cattle business, whether Angus or Jersey, 
needs the application of a lot of thought to 
be successful,” said Mr. McCord, “The time 
is past when just luck, grass and water will 
get you through.” 

Secretary Richards in his talk paid tribute 
to the late Dr. J. I. Huggins for his pioneer- 
ing with top Angus cattle in Tennessee. 
“Today,” he pointed out, “Angus are the 
dominant beef breed in the state.” 

Turning to the current beef situation the 
Secretary said that there was never a bet- 
ter time to stick with our breeding herds 
and to improve the quality of the cows re- 
tained. “Last year’s $40 steers just about 
priced beef off the American table. But up 
to May 1 of this year American beef con- 
sumption has been 52 per cent larger than 
in the same period in 1952.” He also pointed 
out that cattle numbers as of January Ist 
showed an increase of only one per cent for 
the year while for the same period there 
was a 12 per cent gain in human population.

husbandry department at Michigan State 
College made some timely remarks on the 
breeding of pure bred Angus cattle. He em- 
phasized that it was a long time business 
and not one for an in-and-outer discouraged 
by market fluctuations. Because the beef 
breeder makes better use of natural re- 
sources he leaves to future generations bet- 
ter land than does the grain farmer. 

Dr. Nelson said that Michigan Angus 
breeders faced four problems: (1) A need 
for more commercial Angus herds in the 
state to absorb the bulls produced in regis- 
tered herds; (2) more attention to perform- 
ance in cattle, a combination of sufficient 
weight plus early maturity, and staying 
away from too much refinement; (3) more 
promotion and advertising of Michigan An- 
gus cattle and Michigan herds; (4) dwarf- 
ism. “The dwarf problem in Angus is not as 
serious as in some other breeds. But it is no 
time for the Angus breeder to be complacent 
about it. Any bull siring dwarf calves should 
go to market. Any cow who has dropped a 
dwarf calf should be marked. Don’t let any 
of her bull calves, although normal, get out 
of the herd. Steer them. In this way the 
dwarf problem in the Angus breed can be 
solved before it becomes serious.” 

Speaking on beef cattle type Robert W. 
Williams, manager of Great Oaks Stock 
Farms, said that the right type was the one 
that made its raiser the most money. And 
because this is so there is a difference of 
opinion on the right type. Breeders selling 
calves or yearlings by the pound want as 
much weight as they can get; but consumer 
demand is largely for cattle that are ma- 
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tured and finished at an early age and be- 
fore they get too big. 

“In our shows today probably the most 
attractive class is that for senior heifer 
calves—bloomy and matured at 10 to 11 
months. This same class 20 or more years 
ago produced heifers that were immature, 
rangy and gangling.” The question was 
raised whether or not we have swung too 
far toward baby beef and early maturity in 
our breeding program at the expense of 
economy of production. The speaker ad- 
vocated a get-together on type between 
commercial and pure bred men “before we 
find ourselves with two breeds within the 
breed.” 

In his type demonstration the Great Oaks 
manager pointed out that the old saying 
“eating high on the hog” also applied to 
beef cattle—that the choice cuts are those 
high on the animal. In judging emphasis 
should be put on the view of the animal 
from behind and the width and depth of the 
expensive cuts. Too often in pulling an an- 
imal out of line to see more of its underline 
too much emphasis can be placed on inferior 
cuts—‘39 cent short ribs and 43 cent plate 
and flank rather than on 95 cent porter- 
house.” 

The judging contest using three classes 
from the Witham herd was presided over by 
Alex Edwards of London, Ontario, and G, A. 
Branaman and W. J. Van Arstall of the 
Michigan College staff. 

Lyle V. Springer, executive assistant of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, concluded the program with 
some pertinent remarks on the continued 
record growth of the breed in the matter of 
registrations, transfers, and new members.

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was disposed of. After it is marked, the 
sheet can be taken out of the active section 
of the herd record book and placed either in 
the back of the book, or in a file of inactive 
records. Sale dates and price should be writ- 
ten down as well as information _ which 
would be of value for future reference. From 
a standpoint of present day income tax 
problems alone, no record should be de- 
stroyed. 

The accuracy of calving dates would never 
have to be questioned if breeders kept de- 
pendable records of service and birth. We 
recognize this is not always possible, but 
the very nature of the purebred cattle busi- 
ness requires that such events be known and 
recorded to the fullest extent. If the event 
is noted and written down, the breeder won’t 
have to trust to his memory several months 
later. To assist in this, some type of barn 
record would be helpful as a temporary 
measure which could later be used to trans- 
fer the information to the permanent rec- 
ords. 


The possibility of loss by fire is ever 
present, not only on the farm, but every- 
where. It is therefore advisable to keep a 
separate record of the basic information 
somewhere else. Records can be duplicated, 
but it is difficult and almost impossible in 
some cases unless the breeder keeps at least 
a separate record of his registration num- 
bers. We advocate that a simple subsidiary 
duplicate record be kept in some other loca- 
tion than the original. 

From 17 to 20 per cent of the applications 
sent to the association office have defects 
in them which either prevent registration or 
make additional correspondence necessary 
to clear up the questions. They are usually 
due to misunderstanding, misinformation or 
carelessness. Applications should be double 
checked before being sent in. 


In preparing an application for entry, 
the breeder should ask himself some ques- 
tions: 


According to the certificate and transfer 
record of the dam, who owned her on the 
date she was bred? Perhaps the present 
owner bought the cow carrying a calf. Was 
the true date of purchase shown on the 
transfer record? Was service reported? The 
purchase date can be very important, For 
example: a breeder buys a cow September 
1, 1952; she drops a calf October 1, 1952; 
for some reason the seller was negligent 
about the transfer and finally sent it in to 
the association December 1, 1952. In order 
to avoid paying the $7.50 transfer fee, he 
set the date of sale up as November 10, 
1952. Obviously the record will show the 
seller to be the first owner of the calf. 

It is the obligation of the buyer to see 
that the purchase date is correctly stated, 
and if it is not, to get the seller to make it 
right. The calf cannot be registered in the 
proper name unless the dam’s record is cor- 
rect. If statement of service was omitted 
from the transfer, it is up to the buyer to 
have the seller sign the breeder’s certificate

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on the back of the application. Peculiar sale 
dates are not always detected, but they are 
frequent enough along with other defects 
to cause the association office some king- 
sized headaches in getting the work out. 
Tattooing should be a relatively simple 
matter, but we see some strange complica- 
tions. The average tattoo plier has space 
for only four units, but there are breeders 
who send in applications with marks con- 
sisting of up to seven units of letters and 
figures in each ear of the calf. Since we are 
now using IBM tabulating machines in our 
certificate work, it is absolutely imperative 
that all tattooing be limited to not more 
than four units in each ear of any one calf. 
More than four units in each ear cannot be 
recorded on the registration certificate. 
Nothing but standard letters or numbers 
should be used. We have no way of record- 
ing bars, diagonals, joined letters, backward 
letters, brand marks, or any other unusual 
characters. 
Naming a calf can be a problem. Usually 
a name will consist of a personal, farm, or 
ranch name or initials, coupled with a fam- 
ily name or a name which can indicate sex 
of the animal and possibly a number, The 
following are examples: 
Cow: Lynndale Blackeap Bessie 150 
Cow: RA F Miss Burgess 226 
Cow: Enchantress A J K 
Bull: Hillwood Bandolier 
Bull: Gammer Duke of Shorewood 3 
Bull: Prince Black Peer of AA A 
Names must be limited to not more than 
28 spaces including spaces between words. 
The first name on the list takes up exactly 
28 spaces. Note that no punctuation marks 
are shown in these names. We can no longer 
show any type of punctuation or unusual 
mark, For this reason the use of the apos- 
trophe should be discontinued. For example, 
in the last name on the list, if the applica- 
tion had shown the name as Prince’s Black 
Peer of A A A, it would have had to be 
written Princess Black Peer of A A A, Very 
definitely, Prince Black Peer is a better 
form of name. The same is true if apos- 
trophe s’s were added to the names Hillwood 
and Gammer. 


In the last two or three years we have 
had quite a number of applications for regis- 
tration for calves in the names of which two 
sets of numbers (ordinals) have been used. 
This type of name usually takes the form of 
Hillwood Bandolier 845 24th, and indicates 
the wish of the owner to perpetuate the 
name of the sire, Hillwood Bandolier 845th, 
in the name of the calf. In our machine 
operation it would be printed as Hillwood 
Bandolier 845 24. This type of naming can 
easily get out of control. If the above ex- 
ample had been 845 124th, it could without 
much difficulty be misinterpreted as a reg- 
istration number, 845124; and if so, written 
on a subsequent application for entry of a 
calf, instead of the true registration number. 
The result would be error, additional work, 
and possibly correspondence and delay.

the first two months, though there are al- 

ways a few late calves that are not branded 

until February or early March. 

At the beginning of February the two- 
years-old maiden heifers are inoculated 
against contagious abortion. An infectious 
disease caused by a germ (Brucella abor- 
tus), this is extremely rare in the Hunter 
Valley, although there is always a chance 
of it being introduced by cattle travelling 
through the region. Evenso, Belltrees cattle 
are building up an immunity to the infec- 
tion. The heifers are inoculated six months 
before being served. 

Towards the end of March the bulls are 
returned to their own paddock and the wean- 
ing of calves begins in May, These are care- 
fully handled for the next two months, 
great care being taken to make them thor- 
oughly tractible. 

They are first taken in hand at the age of 
six to eight months, paddocked near the 
homestead and given the chance to ac- 
custom themselves to the normal movement 
of life around the station. For two months 
they are walked up and down roads, over 
bridges, through stock yards, becoming ac- 
customed to the passing of men, horses and 
motor cars. Then they are taken up to 
outer paddocks on the hillsides, where they 
begin to put on weight and condition. 

When 15 months old, they are mustered 
once more, drafted into sexes and trans- 
ferred to heifer and bullock paddocks on 
fattening pastures near the river. Three 
months later they are classed, culled, and 
either sold or fattened for later sales. The 
heifers are not put with the bulls until they 
are between 26 and 28 months, so that they 
have their first calf at the age of three 
years.

The original Belltrees herd was intro- 
duced from Scotland in 1890 and bred on 
Edinglassie, a neighboring station which at 
one time run in conjunction with Belltrees.

Mobs of three 
or four hundred can be moved easily from 
paddock to paddock, walking leisurely, 
tractible as you like. 

Their handling by experienced stockmen 
is something worth watching. Recently we 
saw a mob of 2'%-year-old steers mustered 
in a river paddock, 400 of them. Half-a- 
dozen stockmen on fine-looking cream and 
bay horses drove them down to the river 
and under a white-painted timber bridge. 
In the strong sunlight their sleek hides 
made a rippling stream of life. They were 
in wonderful condition, broad and straight 
of back, perfectly uniform, needing only a 
few more months on those rich pastures to 
make them prime fat. They had all the 
makings of really first class beef, proof 
that the Aberdeen-Angus is an early ma- 
turing breed given conditions as favourable 
as this. 

“There is nothing like running water for 
contented cattle,” said the manager, look- 
ing down at these sleek black cattle from 
the bridge above. “They love standing in 
it. It makes them quiet and satisfied.” 

The whole atmosphere has this air of 
quiet. In the green and drooping willows, 
the glitter of sunlit water over stones, the 
steep pale foothills and the dark ridges of 
the Dividing Range encircling the wide 
valley there is a deep sense of peace that 
belongs intrinsically to the rearing of cat- 
tle. 

The Hunter Valley has gone ahead con- 
siderably during the past half century. 
Downriver it has become more and more 
industrialized, for the Broken Hill Proprie- 
tary’s steelworks are the largest in Aus- 
tralia; rich seams of coal are being mined 
around Maitland and Cessnock; closer set- 
tlement had brought more intensive agri- 
culture. But around the headwaters, be- 
neath the peaks and ridges of the New 
England Range, it will no doubt remain 
pastoral country for a very long time to 
come, for this is some of the richest in 
Australia.

advertising and reading that is required of 
any publication mailed under such a permit. 
The postal regulations state that we must 
carry a minimum of twenty-five percent 
reading and seventy-five percent advertis- 
ing to qualify for said,permit, yet we have 
not restricted the publication to this degree. 
The first eight issues of 1953 carried an 
average of thirty percent reading material, 
one issue contained more reports and ran 
up to thirty-six percent reading, so we felt 
that we were carrying all the sale reports 
possible. 

We could have eliminated some of the 
illustrated story section and included more 
reports of auctions but we felt that many 
new readers would rather know details about 
various herds than to spend time going over 
detailed report after report, each consisting 
of names of animals, buyers and addresses 
and prices paid. 

Then our letter writer stated that it seem- 
ed all we could find room for was the mil- 
lionaires and their income tax shenanigans. 
However, it was not our fault that some of 
the top sales were held by those folks who 
might possibly qualify in this bracket. And 
by the reports of those sales it looks like 
they may be paying Uncle Sam a pretty 
penny on the income from their cattle 
operations. 

He goes on to say that any fool can buy 
a herd, but intelligence and experience is 
necessary to breed one. This statement may 
well be true, but we do not think that it is 
nice to refer to the “millionaire” ag a fool, 
or that he is the one that buys a herd, Many 
herds are founded by breeders operating on 
borrowed capital, and this is one business 
where men with unlimited financial cir- 
cumstances will rub shoulders with folks 
who had to borrow money to get started in 
the business. In fact, it is extremely hard 
to tell which one is sometimes the man with 
the most money in the bank. I knew of one 
person who was a big-time operator, he 
spent money like a sailor on shore leave, 
drove a big car, travelled the airlines, put 
on a big front and to all outside appearances 
was a wealthy individual. The fact remains 
that he owed money to his banker, was over- 
drawn in his accounts, was spending money 
from a very good expense account, spent 
very little time in his office and depended 
on his associates to produce the wealth he 
was trying to act like was his. He bought 
nothing but the finest clothes, stayed in the 
best suites at the hotels and really acted 
like a millionaire, but he was far from it. 

The only way I know to tell a millionaire 
from the fool would be to peer over their 
shoulders at their bank balances, And, when 
my letter writer stated that it took intel- 
ligence and experience to breed a herd he 
was exactly right. We know of many men 
who were very wealthy, their money being 
earned by their own initiative, not handed

Some of our most noted 
herds in this land today are owned by folks 
who could qualify as either type of individ- 
ual. They knew the power of the money they 
handled and when buying cattle they rarely 
intended to lead them to water, clean the 
barns or carry the feed bucket, but they had 
enough insight, or foresight, to engage a 
man who was known to be a top herdsman 
and surrounded themselves with helpers who 
could assist in selecting the right animals 
and had the ability to breed the foundation 
cattle into a top herd. These individuals who 
were laying the money on the line to accom- 
plish the building of a great herd may not 
have had a bit of experience with cattle, 
but they certainly proved superior intelli- 
gence in the manner they operated. 

Then my writer went on to say that our 
magazine had lost touch with the business. 
This we feel is very untrue, for we have an 
active field force operating from headquar- 
ters in New York, Ohio, Tennessee, Missouri 
and Iowa. We have a full staff in our office 
with two full time editors who spend over 
half their time away from the office travel- 
ing to the far corners of this land in search 
of stories and pictures about the growth and 
popularity of this breed in all sections.

Again, let me point out that we must 
spend some time with the folks who do sup- 
port us in every issue. It is the consistent 
advertising by a limited number of breeders 
that makes it possible for us to publish this 
breed magazine. We feel certain that the 
effort of these few active advertisers has 
increased the value of the cattle in the 
hands of many breeders who do not adver- 
tise at all. This is as it always will be, and 
as time goes on many more unadvertised 
herds will be brought before the public in 
the columns of this publication or of some 
other live stock magazine or newspaper. 

My letter writing friend closed by stating 
that the breeders need a magazine published 
by the association which would promote the 
breed as it should be. Let me point out that 
several years ago your national association 
published a monthly bulletin. This bulletin 
did not contain any advertising so the en- 
tire cost of producing it was paid for out of 
funds that represented monies paid by you 
breeders for registration and transfer of 
animals. The association is primarily en- 
gaged in keeping the records of the animals 
produced on your farms. Their representa- 
tives are to assist you with your problems 
and not to arrive at your door for the pur- 
pose of selling you some advertising space. 
What happened to that bulletin?

of both the owner and the manager, and 
their joint efforts.” 

Next came a parade of some of the Shad- 
ow Isle show cattle, headed by the one and 
only Prince Eric of Sunbeam. Almost 11 
years of age he moved like a two-year old. 
A good number of the show cattle were his 
sons and daughters. A question period fol- 
lowed in which John Frenzel, Shadow Isle 
manager, and his assistant, Austin Moody, 
answered questions about this eye-filling 
display of cattle, without doubt the greatest 
set of young things yet bred and developed 
by this famous breed stronghold. 

Of practical interest to all live stock men 
present was the talk, and demonstration, on 
artificial insemination by Dr. A, R, Gilman, 
in charge of this work at Shadow Isle. With 
a heat period of 12 to 18 hours it is neces- 
sary to keep a close check on the breeding 
herd. This is done twice a day, said Dr. Gil- 
man. Best results are secured when the cows 
are bred near the end of the heat period. 
The depth of insemination does not make a 
great deal of difference. Rate of conception 
of young heifers is as good as that for older 
females. 

Collected semen is kept for several days 
at Shadow Isle. It is diluted 1 to 30 with 
skim milk used as the dilutant. In stretching 
the useful life of a sire, and increasing his 
service to more cows, artificial insemination 
has much in its favor, he said. Also, it is 
possible to keep down the incidence of dis- 
eases of the reproductive tract, and by al-

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hand it is always possible to breed cows 
when they come in heat. It also means, Dr. 
Gilman pointed out, that very accurate rec- 
ords must be kept. Equipment must be avail- 
able to steam sterilize everything used in 
the process. 

But there was to follow this a talk on an- 
other aspect of artificial insemination which 
proved somewhat startling. This speaker 
was Dr. J. P. Mixner of Rutgers University, 
whose topic was “Future Possibilities of 
Frozen Semen In a Breeding Program.” Dr. 
Mixner told his audience that the success- 
ful deep freezing of sperm cells had first 
been tried in England, but was now being 
tested in New Jersey, Illinois, Minnesota and 
Wisconsin, Semen has been used in which 
the sperm cells were still active after more 
than a year. By keeping the semen frozen 
at a minus 180 degrees Fahrenheit some 
scientists see no reason why semen could not 
be used 10, or even 20, years after it is col- 
lected. Time alone can tell how long the 
sperm cells will remain immobile, and then 
brought back to activity, as experimental 
work started less than two years ago. 

Experimental work se far suggests sever- 
al “must” steps: glycerol must be included 
as the semen dilutant with a 10 per cent 
concentration allowed 18 hours to unite with 
the semen at a temperature of 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit; at 24 hours it is subjected to 
the deep freeze process, the temperature go- 
ing down at the relatively slow rate of 4 
degrees Fahrenheit per minute until it 
reaches minus 20 degrees; after this it is 
brought down to a minus 180 degrees with 
dry ice, as quickly as possible, and held at 
this level until it is needed. 


He mentioned that in England 40 cows a 
month were being bred successfully with 
frozen semen more than a year old, with no 
decrease in the fertilizing capacity noted so 
far. 

Dr. James Ferguson, new fieldman of the 
New Jersey Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation, was introduced and spoke on the 
place for beef cattle in eastern agriculture. 
Unless a herd of more than 100 cows can 
be maintained commercial herd operations 
in the east would not be practical, he be- 
lieves. He suggested several herd plans us- 
ing registered cows, and ranging from top 
breeding establishments like Shadow Isle to 
good pure bred farms kerds where the best 
bulls and heifers are registered and sold as 
breeding stock, the less desirable calves be- 
ing fattened for market beef. He mentioned 
that in this latter connection there is no bet- 
ter market for choice to prime beef than in 
the eastern states. 


Classes of bulls and females were brought 
out for the appraisal of the guests.

Breeding Troubles Can Be Inherited 


It seems to us that cattlemen have been 
so carried away by evidence of type and 
milk production and gaining ability that 
they’ve completely forgotten another im- 
portant requirement of ancestry. That is 
breeding efficiency, which authorities have 
recognized for a long time as being inheri- 
ted to a considerable extent. Instead of 
looking for hormones or minerals or “sec- 
ret” preparations to eliminate breeding 
troubles, many owners will do better if they 
select their blood lines with a little more 
care. There is plenty of evidence that 
breeding efficiency follows the old law of 
heredity which says that “like begets like 
with slight variations.” 

An example of undesirable inheritance 
is furnished by a report on a herd main- 
tained at a German agricultural school. 
Bull “X” had 13 daughters in this herd. He 
also had nine granddaughters and two 
great-granddaughters, or a total of 24 fe- 
male descendants in the herd. All of these 
animals were “shy breeders” and hard to 
settle, although the remaining females in 
the herd were recognized as being highly 
fertile. The dams of the 13 daughters were 
excellent breeders, so the blame was placed 
squarely on the buil. 

Twenty-seven cows were bred to “X”, 
with their average gestation period being 
295 days. Nine of the resulting 15 heifer 
calves were carried for periods ranging be- 
tween 292 and 320 days. By way of con- 
trast, the average gestation period was 
slightly over 289 days for the cows bred to 
eight other bulls in the same herd. In- 
vestigation showed that these prolonged 
pregnancies didn’t represent the entire 
story, either. 

The 24 female descendants of “X” had a 
total of 69 pregnancies with a lot of ac- 
companying trouble. Included were eight 
abortions, two premature births, and three 
still-born calves which represented 18.8 per 
cent of the pregnancies. In addition, re- 
tained afterbirth followed 11.6 per cent of 
the calvings, and “chronic bullers” de- 
veloped in 8.7 per cent of the cows. The 
German breeders were more fortunate than 
some of our United States breeders, for 
this particular family soon exterminated 
itself. 

As proof that breeding efficiency is in- 
herited just the same as lack of it, we 
might consider the case of Glista Ernestine, 
the grand old Cornell university cow. She 
lived for a little over 16 years and bore 13 
calves, which certainly didn’t leave her 
much time out for breeding troubles. As a 
matter of record, she showed one pregnancy 
for each 451 days of her life. Her seven 
daughters produced 29 calves in a total of 
about 43 years, or an average of one for

every 541 days. This was 20 per cent 
poorer than Ernestine’s record, but since 
the daughters carried only half her blood, 
the old girl still did all right in the way of 
transmitting breeding efficiency. We can’t 
help but think that the story would have 
been a lot different if she had been a cow 
with a poor breeding background. 

The two extremes cited may serve to 
show that breeders should be considering 
inherited breeding ability pretty seriously. 
Regardless of their various strong points, 
how valuable are those uncertain bulls and 
“shy breeding” cows? Aren’t such animals 
really pretty poor risks as ancestors in 
any herd? Pedigrees give all kinds of an- 
cestral data and various types of records 
with show circuit accomplishments, but we 
haven’t seen one that included anything on 
breeding efficiency. Until that kind is of- 
fered, you'll have to be pretty cautious in 
your selection of breeding stock. Disease 
control measures and better feeding meth- 
ods and “miracle” treatments can’t be ex- 
pected to remedy breeding troubles that are 
caused by the wrong kinds of genes and 
chromosones.

BABY BEEF SHOW AT 
WATERLOO, NEB., SEPT, 18 

A little steer goes a long way—and that’s 
the story of Faye Mugge’s fat beef which 
last year was the Reserve Champion 400 
dollar award winner at the Douglas Coun- 
ty Open Class Baby Beef Show held at 
Waterloo, Nebraska, just fifteen miles west 
of Omaha. And Faye, from Cleghorn, Iowa, 
plans to be back this year for the one 
day event which is scheduled for Friday, 
September 18. 

Two weeks earlier the Angus had been 
the Grand Champion 4-H Baby Beef at the 
lowa State Fair and following the Waterloo, 
Nebraska, show this same steer was Grand 
Champion in the Junior Division of both the 
International at Chicago and the American 
Royal at Kansas City. In Open Class Com- 
petition, Faye Mugge won the Angus Cham- 
pionship at Chicago and the Reserve Grand 
Championship at Kansas City. Yes, Faye’s 
little steer went a long way. 


The 100 dollar eighth place winner last 
fall at the Douglas County show was an- 
other Angus owned by Gerald Busekist of 
Elkhorn, Nebraska. This calf a week later 
was in the purple at Nebraska’s great Ak- 
Sar-Ben show and then in January was the 
Reserve Champion Angus at Denver’s West- 
ern Stock Show. 


Packer buyers from the Omaha Stock 
Yards judge the Douglas County Open Class 
Baby Beef Show. Last year, entries from 
four states competed for the two thousand 
seventy-five dollars ($2075.00) offered in 
eash prizes. Richard H. Good, Extension 
Service, Court House, Omaha, is the show 
chairman. 

Entries for the show must be baby beeves, 
either steers or heifers, dropped after Jan- 
uary 1, 1952. At show time the beeves are 
turned loose in a central arena, identified 
by number only, and judged solely on the 
basis of market value. This system of judg- 
ing animals without a showman at the hal- 
ter and on their value as a meat animal by 
men whose business is beef buying, makes 
the Douglas County Baby Beef Show a prac- 
tical down-to-earth kind of contest. Fifteen 
prizes ranging from five hundred dollars for 
the champion, $400, $300, $200, $150, and 
$115, for the next five places downward to 
$30 each for the 11th to 15th places will be 
awarded this year. In addition to the five 
hundred dollars cash award, the owner of 


the Champion will receive a trophy present-

LITTLE SHOPPING AROUND 

IN MEAT PURCHASING 

The average homemaker does not shop 
around to any considerable extent in pur- 
chasing the meat for her family. She has 
her favorite meat market, according to re- 
sults of a survey conducted by the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board among more 
than 56,000 homemakers who attended the 
Board’s cooking school in six cities. 

In answering the query, “Do you buy most 
of your meat at the same market, 86.0 per 
cent of these homemakers answered “Yes”. 
The survey cities were Waukegan, Illinois; 
Fort Wayne, Indiana; Jackson, Mississippi; 
Birmingham, Alabama; Salt Lake City, 
Utah, and Riverside, California. 

In another phase of this survey it was 
revealed that approximately 94 per cent of 
these same homemakers are using canned 
meats in their homes—the figures ranging 
from 90.6 per cent in Riverside to 96.2 per 
cent in Salt Lake City. 

That these homemakers make use of 
newspapers in adding to their knowledge of 
foods is revealed by the fact that 97.2 per 
cent stated that they obtain helpful infor- 
mation on the preparation of meat and other 
foods from their newspaper food pages. 

These homemakers also were asked 
whether they preferred their recipes in a 
book or on cards. Seventy-nine per cent said 
they prefer the recipe books.

NEUMANN TO HEAD BEEF 
WORK AT ILLINOIS 

A. L. Neumann, associate professor of 
animal science on the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture staff, has been named 
to head the beef cattle division within the 
department of animal science, The appoint- 
ment was made by Dr. L. E. Card, animal 
science head. 

Neumann fills the position left vacant by 
the untimely death of Professor R. R. Snapp 
last month. A native of Granite, Oklahoma, 
he received his B. S. and M. S, degrees from 
Oklahoma A. & M. in 1938 and ’39 and his 
Ph. D. from the University of Illinois in 
1949. 

In making the appointment, Card pointed 
out that Neumann was unusually well quali- 
fied for the position. Following his gradua- 
tion from Oklahoma A. & M., he served as 
a vocational agriculture instructor at Coop- 
erton, Oklahoma, for two years, taught ani- 
mal husbandry at Cameron Agricultural 
College for the next three years and was a 
county agricultural agent at Lawton, Okla- 
homa, from 1944 to 1945. 

After serving two years as assistant pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas, Neumann joined the Uni- 
versity of Illinois staff in 1950 as associate 
professor of animal science. In this position 
he worked closely with the late Professor 
Snapp.

DEATH OF EARL RYAN 


The death July 14 of Earl Ryan at 
Anderson, California, removes from 
Aberdeen-Angus ranks one of the best 
known men of the earlier days of Dod- 
die expansion, Mr, Ryan was 69, and 
had been in failing health for several 
years. 

Born August 23, 1884, at Irwin, 
Iowa, Earl Ryan as a young man be- 
came affiliated with the firm of Esch- 
er & Ryan. Just before World War I 
Escher & Ryan bought the famous W. 
A. McHenry herd at Denison, Iowa, 
and soon became a dominant figure in 
Angus shows and sales in the 1920s. 
For with the herd came the bull Earl 
Marshall, later to become known as 
the “king of sires.” 

In 1926 the firm became Harrison & 
Ryan when Earl Ryan joined with H. 
O. Harrison of California and the cat- 
tle were moved to Harlan, Iowa. 
Among the great cattle that Earl 
Ryan bred or exhibited were the In- 
ternational grand champions Blackcap 
Revolution, Black Marshall 11th, Revo- 
lution 7th, Revolution 100th, Eileen- 
mere 15th, Quality Marshall, Prince 
Marshall and the International cham- 
pion females Pride Protest 6th and 
Blackcap of Glenrock 3d. 

In the 1930s Mr. Ryan moved to 
California. Failing health forced him 
to sell his ranch several years ago and 
in recent years he has made his home 
with his son and daughter-in-law, 
Charles and Katherine Ryan at Ander- 
son, California. He is survived by his 
wife, Bertha; a daughter, Mrs. Robb 
Leonard of St. Louis, his son, and four 
grandchildren. 

Few men have been privileged to 
write as much Aberdeen-Angus his- 
tory as has Earl Ryan. 


CATTLE GROUP LAUDS CURRENT 
GOVERNMENTAL AID EFFORTS 

A two-pronged “self-help” program has 
been hailed as the alternative to regimenta- 
tion of the beef cattle industry. 

Leading cattlemen from 23 states meet- 
ing in Denver recently as the General Coun- 
cil of the American National Cattlemen’s 
Association lauded Secretary of Agriculture 
Benson’s acceptance of an industry pro- 
posal months ago involving drought _ re- 
lief, purchase of beef for foreign aid, the 
military and for school lunches, as well as 
credit consideration in helping to solve the 
current cattle price situation. 

The group called the overall government 
program an important phase of the self- 
help efforts which have resulted in price 
improvements or at least as a “brake” to 
the down-sliding cattle prices of this spring 
and summer. 
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Other ,points of the self-help program 
initiated a year ago by the American Na- 
tional Cattlemen’s Association, and by the 
23 affiliated state cattlemen’s groups, in- 
cluded increased promotion and merchan- 
dising of beef in cooperation with packers 
and retailers. 

The cattlemen called on the government 
to immediately accelerate and expand the 
program for buying beef products for 
school lunches, the military and for foreign 
aid, which, they felt, was a diplomatic move 
superior to cash donations to needy coun- 
tries. The group felt that there would be 
greater savings to taxpayers as well as a 
wider market for cattle if the government’s 
program went into “high gear” now. 

The meeting was told of intensified ef- 
forts of cattlemen’s associations packers, re- 


tailers and the government to increase beef 


consumption with a coordinated merchan- 
dising campaign this fall. 

Retailers throughout the nation will con- 
tinue to offer additional beef bargains as 
the bulk of the 1953 “cattle crop” moves 
seasonally to market in the next few weeks. 
Special merchandising campaigns have 
been worked out to increase an already 
record beef consumption.

Mr. Pitts has fed A Bar A calves for the 
past two years and exhibited two finished 
loads to seventh and ninth places in the 
1952 International Livestock Exposition. 
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UTCHESS COUNTY breeders of Aber- 
D deen-Angus cattle will once again of- 
fer females of famous blood lines at the an- 
nual consignment sale to be held this year 
on September 14th at Rufflands Farm, Red 
Hook, New York. 

On that day, six heifers, both bred and 
open, from eleven Dutchess County farms, 
representing what many consider the best 
foundation stock in the country, will be sold 
at auction, beginning at 1:00 p. m, at the 
sale which has unchallenged prestige among 
beef-cattle men as one of the top selling 
consignment sales in the United States. 

Dutchess County is known as the foun- 
tainhead of Aberdeen-Angus on this conti- 
nent for reasons that reach back through 
more than thirty generations of breeding. 
The first Aberdeen-Angus breeding stock 
was brought into this area in the early twen- 
ties by Oakleigh Thorne, then owner of 
Briarcliff Farms at Pine Plains, New York, 
who saw clearly the advantages of Dutchess 
County both in respect to terrain and mar- 
ket accessibility as a region for developing a 
great breed of beef cattle. A few years later, 
Fred Bontecou established his herd at Rally 
Farms, Millbrook, New York, with twenty 
heifers and a bull bought from Briarcliff. 

In the years that followed, many other 
herds were developed in the county. Many of 
the cattle were descendants of original 
Briarcliff stock; all have the characteristic 
conformation, hardiness and fleshing capa- 
city identified with quality beef, Although, 
in recent years, new bulls have been intro- 
duced to improve and modify strains to 
meet changing needs, Dutchess County herds 
are, for the most part, related through fe- 
male lines. It is no exaggeration, therefore, 
to speak of all the Angus cattle in this com- 
pact area of rolling hills and lush pasture 
land, as the herd of 2,000 cows. 

A mark of the pride and confidence of 
these Eastern New York breeders in their 
stock is seen in the development of the 
“Dutchess County Plan”. This is a unique 
arrangement which admits out-of-county 
offspring from cows sold in previous Dutch- 
ess County sales (from 1941 on) as entries 
to any Dutchess County consignment sale. 
In this year’s sale, heifers will be sold from 
ten out-of-county herds.

Association, there are no officers or by-laws 
but simply a group of beef-cattle men with 
one guiding principle, to produce the best 
all-purpose, rapid-developing animal for 
beef. 

The practice of group cooperation extends 
even to the inspection of the owner’s nomi- 
nations of heifers from his herd for the 
annual sales which have made beef-cattle 
history for the past twelve years. 

“We just all go together to visit one an- 
other’s farms”, explains Richard Hamilton, 
manager of Blackbriar Farm, Dover Plains, 
New York. “Distances aren’t too great for 
such an excursion and we all feel better sat- 
isfied with this arrangement than if the re- 
sponsibility were delegated to a committee. 
Every one of us has a stake in seeing that 
only the best in every herd is represented 
in this coming sale”. 

Naturally, every Dutchess County breed- 
er of Aberdeen-Angus is vitally interested 
in this sale. Mr. Black is Big Business in 
this area. Not only pride in production but 
also a good many millions of dollars are in- 
volved in a year’s program in the county. 

At the 1952 consignment sale, $107,925.00 
was grossed, making the average for each 
of 63 heifers $1713.01. The two top-selling 
heifers from Mole’s Hill Farm brought 
$5,900 and $5,000 at this sale and the aver- 
age for the top 5 head of cows was $4,840. 
Within the year, production sales at Rally 
Farms, Millbrook, N. Y. and at Ankony 
Farm, Rhinebeck, N. Y., grossed $120,850 
and $339,900, respectively, with the top-sell- 
ing bull, Ankonian 3292d 1624166, bringing 
$50,000. 

Two dispersal sales in Pine Plains, N. Y., 
at the Fuerst Stock Farm and at Bethel 
Farm, brought the year’s total for cattle 
sold at auction in Dutchess County to $1,- 
137,240. This figure, of course, does not rep- 
resent the value of cattle sold privately 
within the county. Nor does it include sales 
made by Dutchess County breeders at the 
Atlantic Angus Sale held in connection with 
the Eastern National Livestock Show at 
Timonium, Maryland, November 18, 1952; 
at the All Glencarnock Eric Sale in Coves- 
ville, Virginia; at the Show Window Sale in 
connection with the 1952 International Live- 
stock Show in Chicago, and at the Eastern 
Regional Sale, Ithaca, New York, April 25, 
1953. 

At these and at other out-of-county sales, 
in competition with cattle from wide areas, 
Dutchess County Angus sold in top brackets, 


upholding their status as leaders of the 
breed under the auctioneer’s hammer as well 
as in the show ring. 

Top performance of Dutchess County An- 
gus in livestock shows is of such long stand- 
ing as to be taken almost for granted. But, 
to be specific about records during the past 
year, it was a Dutchess County bred bull, 
Ankonian 3216th, who was named grand 
champion at the Eastern National Livestock 
Show in November, 1952 and went on to be- 
come grand champion at the International 
Live Stock Exposition two weeks later in 
Chicago. As most cattle men know, Ankon- 
ian 3216th, bred at Ankony Farm, Rhine- 
beck, N. Y., is the descendant of a long line 
of champions, being the son of Eileenmere 
1032d, 1949 International champion, who 
was the son of Eileenmere 500th, the 1946 
Chicago winner, who, in turn, was by the 
1935 International winner, Eileenmere 85th. 

At the Eastern National Livestock Show 
in Timonium, Maryland, last year, both the 
grand champion heifer and the reserve sen- 
ior champion female were shown by An- 
kony Farm. The junior get-of-sire class was 
won on the get of Homeplace Eileenmere 
999th 35, the twice International Reserve 
Grand Champion which is owned by Ankony, 
Mole’s Hill, and Fuerst Stock Farms. 

Every Angus breeder in this county has 
as his goal the development of high quality 
cattle which not only do well in the show 
ring but which satisfy alike the require- 
ments of rancher, feeder and packer. Since 
it is estimated that less than 3 per cent of 
the beef cattle in the United States are 
pure-bred stock, Dutchess County breeders 
are alert to the expansion possibilities in 
this field. Hence they maintain jealously 
their leadership in offering the finest foun- 
dation stock in a breed with proved advan- 
tages for beef production. 

The consignments at the September 14th 
sale will represent most of the herds in 
Dutchess County and ten out-of-county 
herds in Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, and New York. 

Bill Landauer, host for 1953 at Rufflands 
Farm, Red Hook, N. Y., issues a cordial in- 
vitation: “We hope that all of our friends 
who are interested in Aberdeen-Angus will 
join us at Rufflands on September 14th, We 
will try to make you feel at home and show 
another great group of cattle—possibly the 
best that Dutchess County has ever got to- 
gether”. 

Rufflands was purchased by Mr. and Mrs. 
Landauer in 1936 for a weekend place and 
summer home.

Bertram 3d breeding. Another Bessie daugh- 
ter of Prince Eric of Good Earth 5th was 
Lot 3 female. Her dam was bred by Great 
Oaks, a daughter of Bethel Black Mar, Jr. 

We made a note on Lot 5—another of 
those good Sunmere crosses, a heifer by 
Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam and out of a 
Tolan Evergreen dam. Lot 6 also was on the 
fancy side, a Blueblood Lady by Prince Eric 
2d, her dam by Blackbird Barry 2d. 

Strictly of show caliber was the Georgina 
heifer put down as Lot 7, by R. L. S. Prince 
Eric 37th and out of a Prince Sunbeam 155th 
dam.

way, making them three-quarter sisters. 
Continuing down the show barn alley we 
found some more good ones, Miss Burgess, 
Coquette and Tolan Blackcap heifers. 

Lot 30 turned out to be an eye-full—a 
Georgina by Prince Eric 2d, her dam one of 
the good imported cows in the herd. Two 
daughters out of this cow have averaged 
$4,950. We liked Lot 34, a daughter of 
Prince Eric 2d of Sunbeam, her dam a 
daughter of the “two million dollar sire”, 
Prince Sunbeam 29th. 

Lot 35 was another nice one and she turn- 
ed out to be a Jilt. “The first Jilt we have 
been able to offer sired by Prince Eric 2d 
of Sunbeam,” Joe said. We liked Lot 44, a 
Georgina by Prince Eric 2d, her dam by Ei- 
leenmere 1068th, the “New Look” bull used 
several years ago at Good Earth.

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HEAVY NITROGEN USE 
MAY SOLVE PROBLEM OF 
CROP-MULCH FARMING 


Heavier-than-normal applications of ni- 
trogen fertilizer may break down the main 
objection to crop-residue mulches for ero- 
sion control in mid-west corn fields, Frank 
W. Schaller, U. S. department of agricul- 
ture and Iowa State college soils research 
specialist, told the American Farm Re- 
search association conference at Ames re- 
cently. 

Schaller reported to the conference on 
tests being made on plots of corn where the 
stalk residue of last year’s corn crop was 
left on the ground as mulch. The ground 
for those plots was not plowed and all cul- 
tivation is by equipment which stirs the 
ground below the surface but does not turn 
in the stalks. 

This mulch-tillage or sub-surface tillage 
method cuts soil erosion at least in half. In 
some areas, particularly in the southwest 
states, it has been widely adopted by far- 
mers. Its erosion-conrtol value makes it 
especially attractive to farmers who want 
a cropping system that will enable them to 
grow more corn in their rotation without 
disastrous soil losses. Erosion soil loss is 
heavy even on slight slopes where corn is 
grown by ordinary clean-tillage methods. 


But the subsurface tillage method reduces 
yields 5 or 15 bushels an acre below those 
expected in Iowa. Schaller said research 


a eee et JG» 


has narrowed down the causes of this re- 
duced yield until it can be traced largely to 
one thing—increased activity of micro- 
organisms in the top 3 inches of the soil. 
These micro-organisms are busy decom- 
posing the stalks and other residue left on 
top of the ground as mulch. When this resi- 
due is left in the open air at the surface, 
decomposition is faster than if it were 
plowed under. So there are more micro- 
organisms at work and they are concen- 
trated near the surface. 

These nicro-organisms use nitrogen to 
sustain themselves. This takes more than 
an ordinary amount of nitrogen from the 
surface soil and robs the starting corn plant 
of nitrogen it needs for early growth if it 
is to make top yields. Adequate amounts 
of phosphorus and potash must also be pro- 
vided according to the soil’s needs. 


The research in Iowa, Schaller said, is 
directed toward finding a level of nitrogen 
fertilizing that will provide enough nitro- 
gen for the young corn and the micro- 
organisms which work on the mulch. After 
the corn grows larger it sends roots deeper 
into the soil, so it is not bothered much by 
the lack of nitrogen in the top 3 inches of 
soil later in the season. 


Other factors relative to mulch tillage 
are also being studied. These include soil 
moisture, soil temperature, soil oxygen 
supply, soil structure and things that affect 
soil and water relationships. 


The use of mulch in erosion control is 
important, Schaller said, because it is 
raindrop impact that is the main cause of 
erosion in cultivated land. Falling rain- 
drops detach the soil particles and feed 
them into surface flow. The falling drop 
has 1,000 to 100,000 times the work capac- 
ity of surface runoff.

MANURE VALUE DOUBLE 
THAT OF OATS CROP 


Illinois livestock each year produce more 
than 60,000,000 tons of manure worth about 
$150,000,000 for its plant food value alone. 

That’s 50 per cent more than the oat crop 
is worth in the state. 

Farm economist W. N. Thompson of the 
University of Illinois says that these figures 
actually understate the potential value of 
manure. If it were properly handled, at 
present farm prices it would be worth more 
than $300,000,000, or about $1,500 a farm in 
added crop production. 

The average ton of manure contains 10 
pounds of nitrogen, 5 pounds of phosphoric 
acid and 10 pounds of potash—all worth at 
today’s prices about $2.50. One cow will pro- 
duce about 12 tons of manure a year. 

Thompson lists four ways to save more 
manure: (1) use plenty of bedding; (2) pave 
your feedlots; (3) haul the manure to the 
fields often, daily if you can; and (4) use 
the rotation method of feeding livestock on 
pasture.

$3,000 in premiums going to his “get”, A 
daughter, Shadow Isle Black Jestress 3d, 
was junior and grand champion female for 
Ralph L. Smith Farms of Missouri, A son, 
Shadow Isle Prince Eric 85th was first prize 
junior bull calf. Another daughter, Blackcap 
1ith of Shadow Isle, was first prize junior 
yearling. Other greats among his get in- 
clude the 1950 and 1951 International grand 
champion females—Georgina Erica of Black- 
post and Empress of Shadow Isle; the 1949 
International reserve grand champion bull, 
Prince Eric Esquire; the 1949 and 1950 In- 
ternational reserve grand champion females, 
Miss Blackcap of R. L. S, 8th and Blackbird 
3d of Shadow Isle. The undefeated junior 
get of sire of 1952, including first at Chi- 
cago, was by Prince Eric of Sunbeam. 


Almost from the time he was dropped in 
1942 “Prince Eric” started making history. 
The word got around that Sunbeam Farms 
had an outstanding bull calf by the new 
herd sire, Prince Sunbeam 29th—the same 
“29th” who was destined to go on and sire 
more than $2,000,000 worth of cattle at auc- 
tion. In January of 1944, fitted and shown 
by Tim Pierce of Illinois, Prince Eric of 
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Eric of Su 


Sunbeam was first prize senior bull calf, 
junior and grand champion bull of the Na- 
tional Western show at Denver under Judge 
John Brown. A few weeks later he was 
champion bull of the National Show and 
Sale in Chicago. These were the war years, 
it must be remembered, and shows were 
sharply curtailed. At the big Chicago show 
and sale he made beef cattle history by sell- 
ing for the modern record of $40,000 to 
Ralph L. Smith Farms, then of Lee’s Sum- 
mit, Missouri. 

In the Smith dispersion in 1947 the get 
and service of Prince Eric of Sunbeam was 
in great demand and the coming five year 
old sire sold for $35,300 to L. L. O’Bryan of 
Wisconsin. Contending. bidder was a little 
known breeder who had culled all his cows 
but one—Dr. Armand Hammer of New Jer- 
sey. Three years later “Prince Eric” made 
more beef cattle history by selling for the 
then all-time record price of $100,000. The 
buyer was Dr. Hammer. 

Since his first get was offered in the 1951 
Shadow Isle sale Prince Eric of Sunbeam 
has made a phenomenal record. Value of his 
get and service at auction alone is placed at 
over $2,000,000. 

It is a safe assumption that his death will 
make sons and daughters of Prince Eric of 
Sunbeam even more valuable property in 


the years ahead. This has been the history 
of other great sires of the breed. 

And this is the record to date of Prince 
Eric of Sunbeam—the “Bull of the Century.”

“Farming”, laughed Mr. Landauer, “was 
furthest from our minds but in 1938 we got 
what is commonly known as ‘Angus’ disease 
and since then we have been trying to build 
up a herd of the finest quality. Probably the 
animal that has made the strongest impres- 
sion at Rufflands is Antelope Grenadier G. 
R. 2d. This bull, a son of Black Bardolier, 
was bought as a weaning calf in 1941. Dr. 
Hendren, from whom we bought him, re- 
served the right to show this bull through 
the International of that year. As you prob- 
ably know, Andy, as he is called on the 
farm, won his class all over that year and 
was junior champion many times. We have 
used him unceasingly for thirteen years and 
his calves have had a favorable reception in 
all the Dutchess County sales, New York 
State sales and Eastern Regional sales, Our 
herd comprises 41 cows that will calve in ’53 
which is the largest it has ever been. We 
have recently increased our carrying capa- 
city by building a third silo”. 

Rufflands is a 260 acre farm, most of 
which is in grass, crops with 80 acres in 
birdsfoot trefoil. Bill Andrews, a graduate 
of Iowa State College of Agriculture and 
manager of Rufflands Farm for the past 
five years, likes trefoil because, “. . . it does 
well on poor land of which we have plenty 
and it makes good late summer pasture; 
stands the dry weather well. Aiso, I seem to 
be able to feed it more fully to the sale cat- 
tle than I can alfalfa; however I still feed 
mostly grass hay to the sale cattle.” 

Of the nine heifers to be consigned from 
Rufflands, seven are by Antelope Grenadier 
G. R. 2d and two by an Eline son, Two of 
the heifers, sired by the Grenadier bull, have 
full sisters which sold in previous sales for 
$3,200 and $5,000. 

Richard Hamilton, manager of the 45 cow 
herd at Black Briar Farm, Dover Plains, 
New York, owned by John H. Baker, Presi- 
dent of the National Audubon Society will 
have 7 heifers to offer this year. Veterans 
of earlier sales will recall consignments 
from this herd as early as 1945. Black Briar 
herd was founded in 1931, headed by Briar- 
cliff Prideman 4th, top-selling bull of the 
sale held in connection with the Internation- 
al Livestock Show of that year. The herd 
has been under the direction of Richard 
Hamilton since 1942. The present herd sire 
is Homeplace Eileenmere 176, son of Ei- 
leenmere 999, purchased from Penney and

The other is a future sire, Shadow Isle 
Prince Eric 72d, by Prince Eric of Sunbeam 
and out of a Sunbeam Bred Erianna cow. 
While still a young bull of only nine months 
of age, he is developing into quite an 
animal.” 

One of the sale heifers from the Katidid 
herd is Elbanmere, sired by Banmere who 
sired Lady Banmere, the International 
Grand Champion female in 1952. Another 
heifer which is a Maid of Bummers, is sired 
by Eileenmere 1201st.

It is possible that the 22 percent increase 
in cattle production since 1944 in the south 
will help to provide more stability in cattle 
production and prices says Clayton P. Lib- 
eau, extension economist, University of 
Nebraska. 

The south has more stability in pasture 
and feed supplies than the southwest and 
great plains area, This permits the south- 
ern area to take advantage of distress sales 
where weather conditions are more irregular, 

The south with its marketing of younger 
and lighter cattle provides a faster turnover 
and more flexibility in rate of marketing. 
For those who like to reduce booms and 
busts in cattle numbers the recent increase 
in cattle numbers in the south and south- 
east is a welcomed development. Those who 
do like competition from new areas with 
lower freight and pasture costs may re- 
sent it. 

As of January 1, 1953, there was a 34 per 
cent increase in breeding stock since the 
previous peak of 1944.

COOL SEASON GRASSES 
WILL EXTEND GRAZING 

Cool season perennial grasses planted this 
September will extend next year’s grazing 
season unless there is a continuation of 
drouth conditions, agronomists at Kansas 
State College say. For supplemental pas- 
tures this fall, they recommend trying cereal 
crops such as balbo rye, winter barley and 
oats, and wheat. 


Bromegrass, orchardgrass, tall fescue and 
other cool season grasses are suggested by 
Kling L. Anderson for fall planting, These 
grasses respond best to fall rather than 
spring planting, he said. Their seedlings are 
winter hardy once they become established, 
and there is less weed competition in the 
fall. 

The ideal time to plant these grasses usu- 
ally is around September 5 to 15, Anderson 
said. A seedbed which has been fallowed and 
worked during the summer can be given a 
final thorough working and packing just be- 
fore planting. The seed can then be drilled 
shallow and packed to insure close contact 
with moist soil. 

Pointing out that the soil should be fertile 
to insure rapid seedling establishment, An- 
derson acled that farmers who have not had 
their soils tested can usually assume that 
both nitrogen and phosphorus are needed.

Following his return from an ex- 
pense paid tour of Africa, Italy, France and 
Germany with the American VI Corps in 
1945, Ferguson was assistant manager of a 
large purebred herd near Sacramento, Cal. 
In 1948 he took the position of manager on 
a purebred cattle farm in Virginia. 

During the latter part of 1950 he was as- 
sociated with one of the leading breed pub- 
lications and traveled the Eastern states. 
This work brought him in contact with many 
of the New Jersey breeders, For the past 
three years Dr. Ferguson has been doing 
graduate work at Cornell University under 
the direction of Prof. J. I. Miller, with ani- 
mal husbandry as major field and animal 
nutrition and agronomy as minor fields of 
study.

NEW HYBRID GRASS HAS 
PROMISE FOR SOUTH 

Mississippi Crop officials are keeping their 
fingers crossed on a new cattle food—a hy- 
brid of Johnson grass and sorghums. 

“It looks so good we’re afraid to make 
any promises,” says Dr. H. W. Bennett, 
agronomist heading the experiments at Mis- 
sissippi State college here. 

It will be at least 18 months before the 
seed can go on sale. Bennett says extensive 
tests must still be made to find shortcom- 
ings. 

The hybrid, like Johnson grass, comes up 
year after year with one planting and is rich 
in carbohydrates. Like sorghum, the stalks 
are sweet, and cattle love it. 

It outgrows both its parents, often reach- 
ing a height of 14 feet. Johnson grass usual- 
ly hits four feet, and sorghum eight feet. 

The hybrid does best when planted in clay 
type, fairly fertile soils—the same type in 
which Johnson grass grows. 

Bennett says several “bugs” still to be 
studied may cause the commercial yield to 
fall below expectations. 

“The stalks grow so thick that it may be 


difficult to harvest them with present ma- 
chinery,” he said. 

The hybrid has other drawbacks, too, It 
has the same type diseases as sorghum plus 
some others. If it is grown in Johnson grass 
areas the seed may start “swinging back” 
toward Johnson grass.

PENN STATE NAMES NEW 
LIVESTOCK SPECIALIST 

Frank L. Kreusberger, native of New 
Martinsville, West Virginia, who grew up in 
the beef cattle business, has joined the Penn- 
sylvania State College staff as extension 
livestock specialist. 

At West Virginia University he was a 
member of the Block and Bridle Club and 
last semester helped coach the student live- 
stock judging team. Last December at Chi- 
cago he was high man on West Virginia’s 
judging team at the International Livestock 
Exposition and was among the first 20 of 
180 contestants. 

Prior to World War II, he had been asso- 
ciated with his father as a buyer and ship- 
per of cattle. During the war he was a tech- 
nical sergeant with the amphibious engi- 
neers in the South Pacific.

NEW LAWN GRASS STAYS 
GREEN DURING SUMMER 

Many homeowners are getting enthusias- 
tic about the new lawn grass, Merion. 
They’ve observed the new strain of grass in 
test plots at Michigan State College. 

During two years of testing there, the 
new grass has shown that it has many ad- 
vantages over ordinary Kentucky blue. 
That’s the word from James Tyson, M. S. C. 
researcher in charge of the plots. 

The Merion patch, for example, has stood 
closer mowing and has retained a better 
color and denser turf than the ordinary blue 
grass plots growing near it. Merion is resist- 
ant to leaf spot in the spring—that’s one 
of the reasons it has a more lush green 
color. Leaf spot is one of the worst enemies 
of ordinary bluegrass. 

Because Merion maintains a dense turf, 
there is little chance for crabgrass or weeds 
to grow in it. Crabgrass peeks its ugly head 
out of the turf when there is a break in the 


bluegrass in the lawn. 

Unlike many other outstanding plants, 
Merion bluegrass is not the result of breed- 
ing for a better variety, This strain of grass 
was discovered by a scientist on the Merion 
Golf Course at Ardmore, Pa. The grass 
seemed to stay a lush green color while the 
rest of the turf turned brown during the 
dry part of the summer. The grass was ob- 
served for many years before seed was har- 
vested and planted for increase.

FIND MOLASSES BETTER 
THAN TRACE MINERALS 

Molasses added to your cattle-feed sup- 
plement in a low-quality roughage program 
may provide valuable ingredients in addition 
to sugar or energy. 

It increases gains and lowers the cost of 
gains when cattle are receiving a fattening 
ration containing a large amount of corn- 
cobs. But when the cattle are on a high-corn 
ration, the addition of either molasses or 
trace minerals makes considerably less dif- 
ference. 

These conclusions are drawn from feeding 
experiments on the Iowa State college west- 
ern lowa experimental farm at Castana. 

Three lots of cattle full fed for 150 days 
on corncobs with limited ground ear corn for 
50 days, were compared. 

One lot received an average of 1% pounds 
of molasses a day. This lot gained an aver- 
age of 2.1 pounds a day at a cost of 21.9 
cents a pound. This compared with an aver- 
age daily gain of 1.94 pounds per day for 
the third lot, which received a trace mineral 
premix instead of molasses. 

The other lot, which received neither trace 
minerals nor molasses, averaged only 1.73 
pounds of gain per day and the cost was 
25.2 cents per pound. 

The cost of gains was about 10 per cent 
less on the better corncob lots than on the 
full corn-fed lots, but the cob cattle took 
nearly twice as long to come to the same 
weight, finish and carcass grade. 

Animal husbandmen say molasses ap- 
parently contains constituents superior to 
those in trace mineral premix, and is of 
utmost value with poor-quality roughage.
